Whereas divers gentlemen & others, out of their care of the publike weale 
& safety by the advancement of the millitary arte, & extcise of armes, have de- 
sired licence of the Courte to ioyne themselues in one company, & to have hberty 
to exercise themselues at such times as their occations will best permit, & that 
such other liberties & privledges might bee granted them as the Court shall 
thinke meete for their better incuragement & furtherance in so vsefull impliment, 
weh request of theirs being referred by the Court to vs of standing councell, 
wee have thought fitt, vpon serious consideration, & conference wth diverse of the 
principall of them, to set downe order hearin, as followeth. 

Imprimis, wee do order, that Robert Kegyne, Nathaniell Duncan, Robert 
Sedgwick, Willi: Spencer, gentlemen, & such other as are already ioyned wth 
them, & such as they shall from time to time take into their company shalbee 
called the Millitary Company of the Massachusetts. : 

2. They, or the greater number of them, shall have liberty to choose their 
captaine, leiftenant & all other officers, (their captaine & leiftenant to bee alwayes 
such as the Court or counsell shall alow of,) & no officer to bee put vpon them 
but of their owne choyce. , : 

3. The first Monday in every month is appointed for their meeting & 
exercise; & to the end they may not bee hindered from comeing together, 
wee do hereby order, that no other traineings in the pticuler townes, nor other 
ordinary towne meetings, shalbee appointed on that day; & if that day pve 
vnseasonable for exercise of their armes, then the sixth of the same weeke is 
appointed for supply ; this not to extend to Salem, or the townes beyond, nor to 
Hingham, Weimoth, Dedham, nor Concord. 

4. They have liberty & power to make orders among themselues for the 
better maunaging of their millitary affaires, (weh orders are to bee of force when 
they shalbee alowed by the Court or counsell,) & they may appoint an officer to 
levy any fines or forfettures wch they shall impose vpon any of their owne com- 
pany, for the breach of any such order, so as the same exceede not twenty shil- 
lings for any one offence. : 

5. The said millitary cOpany are to have one thousand acres of land in 
some such place as may not be piudiciall to any plantation, to bee granted by 
the Court to some of the said company, for the vse of the pesent company, & 
such as shall succeede in the same, to bee improved by them wthin a time con- 
venient for pviding of necessaries for their millitary exercises, & defraying of 
other charges whch may arise by occation thereof. 

6. The said company shall have liberty, at the times before appointed, to 
assemble themselues for their millitary exercises in any towne win this jurisdic- 
tion, at their owne pleasures. 

Provided, alwayes, that this order or grant, or anything therein contained, 
shall not extend to free the said company, or any of them, their psons or estates, 
from the civill government & jurisdiction heare established.

THE YEAR IN HISTORY 
1991 


As is traditional, on the first Monday in June, June 3, the company 
embarked on its 354th year. The following is a summary of some of the 
major events and highlights of the year, June 1991- June 1992. 

The nation began the year with apprehension over imminent war in 
the Persian Gulf, euphoric when victory was quickly achieved, but relapsed 
into apprehension again when an economic recession hung on and seemed 
to get worse. Demographically, the year saw a continued shift of population 
to the South and the West, with a considerable part of the movement 
accounted for by blacks leaving the northern cities. 

In tune with the general recession, the Broadway theater did not 
Prosper during the 1990-1991 season. There were 28 productions, a decline 
of two, attendance was 7,360,000 down from 8,030,000. 

The most talked about show of the season was the musical Miss Saigon, 
first, because of a controversy as to whether or not its stars would be allowed 
to take the stage in New York, and also because of establishing a new high seat 
Price of $ 100, 

The movie industry did not enjoy a good year either. 

Most spectacular on the home television screen though, were real life 
events, in particular the Persian Gulf War, and the Clarence Thomas- Anita 
Hill, sexual harassment controversy in the Senate, concerning the former’s 
nomination to the Supreme Court. 

Inthe big money category fora book, was General Norman Schwarzkopf 
Jr., the victorious commander in the Persian Gulf War, who accepted 

$5,000,000 for the rights to his memoirs. 

By the end of the year unemployment was up to 7.1%. Verbal scores 
On the Scholastic Aptitude Test fell to an all time low, while math scores fell 
for the first time since 1980. College enrollment was up in spite of the 
recession, but more students were selecting colleges on the basis of cost as 
tuition fees continued to rise. 

: In spite of the recession, the National Football League recorded it’s 
third Consecutive year ofgainsin attendance to 17,752,139, up about 100,000. 
Hard times hit Las Vegas, Nevada, heart of the gambling industry, where 
Some of the games were down as much asa third. Two casinos went bankrupt. 

_ At the beginning of the year there were 695,000 inmates in state 
prisons, and 60,000 in federal penitentiaries, an increase in one year of 
80,000. Crime was on the increase. 

The following are some of the more specific events that occurred 
during the year. 
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June 


A homosexual women living in an openly lesbian relationship, caused 
controversy within the Episcopal Church. The woman, Elizabeth L. Carl, was 
not the first acknowledged homosexual to be ordained, but the candor of 
church officials as well as the candidate was unusual. 

The NBA basketball championship was won by the Chicago Bulls, who 
defeated the Los Angeles Lakers four games to two. It was the first time the 
Bulls had won the title. 

Advancing the search for a blood substitute, a biotechnology company 
announced it had created three pigs that produced hemoglobin, the oxygen 
carrying componentofhuman blood. The experimentsoughta substitute for 
blood that could be used in all kinds of transfusions and stored for months. 
The pigs when one day old had been injected with sets of two genes that 
produce human hemoglobin. 

Thurgood Marshall resigned as a justice of the Supreme Court. A hero 
of the civil rights movement, and the most liberal voice on the court. He had 
served since 1967, and was the first black to be a justice. 


July 


National League expansion beginning in 1993 with two new baseball 
teams, was announced. Owners of the present clubs approved the addition of 
a Denver team to be known as the Colorado Rockies, and a Miami team to be 
called the Florida Marlins. 

The Bank of Credit and Commerce International ( BCCI ) controlled 
by the emir of Abu Dhabi, was seized by bank regulators in the US, Great 
Britain, and other countries. The bank with assets of over $20 billion, was 
bankruptas the result of false accounting and fictitious loans. It had secretly 
acquired control of two American banks. BCCI agreed to pay the US $550 
million in penalties. 

Most economic sanctions against South Africa were lifted by order of 
President Bush. He said the movement to end apartheid was now irreversible. 
The sanctions had been imposed by a law passed in 1986. 

The Baseball Hall of Fame inducted Rod Carew, a batting champion, 
two pitchers, Gaylord Perry and Ferguson Jenkins; Bill Veeck, owner of three 
different clubs, and Tony Lazzeri, a New York Yankee second baseman. 

Jeffrey L. Dahmer was arrested in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, for the serial 
murder, and dismemberment of as many as 17 people. 

The 15th perfect baseball game in major league history was pitched by 
Dennis Martinez of the Montreal Expos who retired 27 Los Angeles Dodgers 
batters without any reaching base. 
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The closing of 44 military installations received final approval from 
Congress. Reductions and consolidations were to be made at 48 other sites 
and in all, 80,000 military and 37,000 civilian positions would be eliminated. 

A nuclear arms reduction treaty was signed in Moscow by President 
Bush and Mikhail Gorbachev president of the USSR. The treaty called for the 
Soviet Union to cut it nuclear warheads from 10,841 to 8040 within seven 
years, while the US would reduce its total to 10,395 from 12,081. 


August 


Acoup wasattempted to take over the governmentin the USSR. Tanks 
entered Moscow to attempt to control the government. The coup failed 
largely because of the resistance of the citizenry and the leadership of Boris 
Yeltsin. Gorbechev returned to power. 

President Gorbechev resigned as general secretary of the Communist 
Party and called on the party’s Central Committee to disband, effectively 
ending 74 years of communist rule over the Soviet Union. The Soviet 
parliament did suspend all Communist activity. 

Atthe 11th Pan-American games in Havana Cuba, the USwon the most 
medals, 352 to Cuba’s 265, but Cuba took the most gold medals. 

The last six American hostages in Lebanon, who had been held for 
Varying lengths of time, were released by Islamic terrorists. One Terry 

derson, had been a prisoner since March 16, 1985. : 

Anew world track record for the 100 meter dash, 9.86 seconds was set 

by Carl Lewis, He bettered the old mark by 0.04 seconds. Mike Powell seta 
new world record for the long jump of 29 feet 4.5 inches exceeding the old 
mark by 2 inches, 
A museum honoring Martin Luther King Jr. the black civil rights 
T, Was opened in the Lorraine Motel in Memphis, Tennessee, where he 
are assassinated in 1968. The exhibits documented the many events of the 
cwil rights movement in the 1950s and 1960s.

September 


__ Full diplomatic recognition of the Baltic states, Estonia, Latvia, and 
a was granted by the US, signifying their freedom from rule by the 
R. 

The supplying of arms to Afghanistan would end by January 1, 1992, 

the US and USSR agreed. Ever since the Soviets invaded the country in 1979, 
the US had supplied opposition rebels with weapons. 

A military alliance was signed by the US and Kuwait. It allowed the US 

to use Kuwait ports and other facilities, and to store military equipment over 
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a ten year period, but there was not to be a permanent American garrison. 

The Federal Reserve cut the discount rate to its lowest level in 18 years 
in an attempt to get the sluggish economy moving ata quicker pace. The Fed 
slashed from 5.5 to 5.0 percent, the interest rate it charges member banks for 
borrowing. 

A large unilateral cutin nuclear weapons was announced by President 
Bush. All tactical weapons in Europe and Asia and on ships would be 
eliminated; long range bombers and intercontinental missiles would no 
longer be on 24 hour alert status. President Gorbachev of the USSR an- 
nounced a similar reduction. 


October 


Clarence Thomas, the second black to be appointed to the Supreme 
Court, was confirmed by the Senate after a series of bitter confirmation 
hearings. Besides being opposed by liberals, Thomas was accused of sexual 
harassment by Anita Hill, a black professor of law, whose testimony was 
savagely attacked by several senators. 

The World Series was won by the Minnesota Twins, defeating the 
Atlanta Braves four games to three. 

The Yankee Rowe nuclear plant was shut down. The 31 year old facility, 
the oldest nuclear plant in the nation was declared to be susceptible of a 
catastrophic accident, as a result of metal embrittlement, caused by nuclear 
bombardment. 

The worst fire in California’s history started in brush in a hilly section 
of Oakland, took 23 lives, destroyed 2777 single family homes, 433 apartment 
units, and did damage estimated at $50 billion . 

The members of Skull and Bones voted to admit women, thus ending 
the all male tradition of Yale University’s exclusive secret society, founded in 
1832. 

A Middle East peace conference, sponsored by the US and USSR 
opened in Madrid, Spain with Israel, its Arab neighbors and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization represented. 


November 


The Ronald Reagan Presidential Library was dedicated at Simi Valley, 
California with all five living presidents on hand. The new library contains 
over 47 million documents. 

Earvin “Magic” Johnson, a star of the Los Angeles basketball team, 
announced his retirement because he was infected with the HIV virus that 
causes AIDS. A exceptionally talented professional basketball player for 12 
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seasons, Johnson admitted to having had many unprotected sexual contacts. 

The Civil Rights Act of 1991 was signed by President Bush. The new law 
overturned a Supreme Court decision of 1989 by making it easicr for 
employees to sue employers on grounds of discrimination. The burden of 
defense was now put on the employer. 

Seeking extradition of suspected terrorists, Great Britain and the US 
demanded that Libya turn over to them, two intelligence agents they said 
were responsible for the bombing of Pan Am flight 103 over Scouland, with 
the loss of 270 lives. 

The firstworld championship ofwomen’ssoccer was won in Guangzhou, 
China by the US, which defeated Norway, 2 to 1. 

Mayor Flynn of Boston won an overwhelming record setting victory, 
amassing 75 per cent of the vote in an election that confirmed his status as the 
most popular mayor in Boston history. 


December 


Bobby Bonilla became the highest paid player in professional team 
Sports when he signed a contract that would pay him $29 million over five 
years. In all, six players were now being paid more than $5 million per year. 

A transportation bill providing $151 billion for highways and mass 
transit was signed by President Bush. 

Amid strained US-Philippine relations, the Philippine government 
ordered the US to close its Subic Bay naval base near Manila. An attempt to 
oe a new treaty ended when the Philippine Senate rejected a new 

ease. 
___ Pan American World Airways the once proud pioneer of commercial 
aviation, ceased flying after a decade of efforts to keep the company afloat. 
: The republics of Russia, Ukraine, and Belorussia, declared that the 
Soviet Union had ceased to exist, announced the creation of a Common- 
weal of Independent States to replace the old union. 

On the last day of the year, the Dow Jones average of industrial stocks 
Set a new all time high mark on the New York Stock Exchange at 3168.83 
about 20% above the January 1 figure. 


1992 
The national elections besides ending 12 years of Republican con- 
trol of the executive branch, had several unusual aspects. An independent 


candidate, H. Ross Perot, a self made Texas billionaire who entered the race 
for president, withdrew, and then re-entered, polled 19% of the popular 
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vote, an unusually high rating for a third party candidate. Four women were 
elected to the Senate, bringing the total to six; one of the women was the first 
black female ever elected to the Senate. Also elected to the Senate was the first 
American Indian, a male. 

The federal budget deficit had not eased; for the year ending 
September 30 it was a record $290,000,000,000. 

The cost of the Medicaid program was alarming governors and state 
legislators as it presently accounted for 15% of total spending, and was 
expected to rise to 28% by 1995. 

At the box office the Broadway theater season was the best ever. 
Thirty seven shows were produced, and attendance increased. 

This being a presidential election year, books about politics, politi- 
cians, and government in general were numerous. In the last category the 
leader was “United We Stand” by H. Ross Perot, outlining the nation’s core 
problems and detailing what he would do to solve them if elected to the 
presidency. Close on his heels was “Putting People First” by Bill Clinton and 
Al Gore, the Democratic party candidates for president and vice president. 

The unemployment picture remained bleak with the jobless rate up 
to 7.4% in October. Further reflecting a weak economy was a government 
report that the poverty rate rose for the second year to 14.2%. 

The recession did not stop the cost ofa college education from going 
up. The range of costs were all the way from $321 for a years education to 
$24,380. 

In professional sports, a survey showed that football was now the 
favorite sport to watch on TV. Baseball viewership fell among men by 24%. 
The New York Yankees baseball franchise was valued at $200,000,000. For the 
first time the average salary of a major league baseball player passed the 
$1,000,000 mark. 

Crime figures continued to increase. The US held in prison a higher 
percentage of its population than any other nation. 


January 


In a wave of department store closings, the Woolworth Corporation 
announced it would close, sell or reformat 900 of its 6500 stores. RH Macy 
&Company one of the largest departmentstore operators in the county, with 
251 stores, filed for bankruptcy. 

At a summit meeting in Tokyo, President Bush and Prime Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawa of Japan announced some general plans for battling the 
current recession by creating momentum for expansion. Bush announced 
that Japan had agreed to buy more American cars and $10 billion more in 
auto parts by 1995. The heads of the three major American auto manufactur- 
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ers, who participated in the meetings, denounced the agreement as inad- 
equate. 

Super Bowl XXVI was won by the Washington Redskins who defeated 
the Buffalo Bills 37-24. 

An agreement on patents, copyrights and trade secrets was reached by 
the US and China to provide protection for American books, music record- 
ings, pharmaceuticals, and computer software. In effect, China agreed to 
adopt international standards. 


February 


The end of the cold war was proclaimed in Washington by Presidents 
Bush and Boris Yeltsin of Russia. The US signed with Russia, Belarus, 
Kazakhstan, and Ukraine an agreement to abide by the nuclear arms 
reduction treaty negotiated with the USSR before its collapse in late 199 Is 
Presidents Bush and Yeltsin announced an agreement to further control 
nuclear armaments. Each nation was to reduce its nuclear warheads to 
between 3000 and 3500 by the year 2003 from the present combined total of 
about 22,500, 

Former heavyweight boxing champion Mike Tyson was convicted of 
Tape in Indianapolis, Indiana and was sentenced to six years in prison. 

The closing of 21 auto plants in the US and Canada over the next 
Several years was announced by General Motors. Atthe same time the nation 's 
largest auto manufacturer reported a loss in 1991 of four and one half billion 
dollars, the largest in American corporate history. 


March 


why Ryne Sandberg became the highest paid playerin professional baseball 
€n he signed a contract with the Chicago Cubs worth $28.4 million over 
four years, 

The NFL abandoned the instant replay for the 1992 season. For five 
S€asons the system allowed officials with TV monitors to review a play and 
confirm or overturn the on-field officials decision. 

Donna Redel was elected the first woman chairperson of the New York 
Commodity Exchange. 

Academy Awards were presented to “ Silence of The Lambs “ as the 
outstanding motion picture; Anthony Hopkinsas best actor, and Jodie Foster 
as best actress, both of “Silence of The Lambs”. 
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April 


A Russian aid plan to provide $24 billion to further democratization 
anda free market economy in Russia was announced by president Bush and 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl of Germany. Seven leading industrial nations were 
to take part, and the US share was to be nearly 4.5 Billion. 

A march to support abortion rights drew an estimated 500,000 people 
to Washington, DC, which was thought to be the largest ever, protest march 
in the nation’s capital. 

Manuel Antonio Noriega, the former dictator of Panama was convicted 
in a federal court on cight counts of cocaine trafficking, racketeering, and 
moncy laundering. He had surrendered to US forces during an invasion of 
Panama by American troops, and was sentenced to 40 years in prison. 

A flood in Chicago, caused by water surging through tunnels beneath 
buildings in the loop, the main business section, shutdown stores, courts, and 
commodity exchanges for a week. Electricity was shut offin a 12 block area. 

In a congressional banking scandal, a list of US representatives who 
overdrew their checking accounts in the House bank, was released showing 
that 252 current, and 51 former members of Congress had done so. 

The 96th Boston Marathon was won in the men’s division by Ibrahim 
Hussein of Kenya, with a time of 2 hours, 8 minutes, 14seconds. Olga Markova 
of Russia won the woman's division with a time of 2 hours, 23 minutes, 43 
seconds. Both times were the second fastest ever run on the course. 

A bloody and destructive riot in south central Los Angeles broke out 
after four policemen were acquitted of beating a black man while making an 
arrest, even though the incident had been video-taped by a bystander. In all, 
51 persons died, 30 of them homicide victims. Nearly 1800 people were 
injured, and 6345 were arrested. In the three days of disorder, 3767 buildings 
were burned. 


May 


Two firsts in space activity were registered by American astronauts. 
Three astronauts from the shuttle Endeavor walked in space at the same time, 
and they used only their gloved hands to wrestle a damaged satellite inside the 
shuttle for repairs. They were some 230 miles above the earth when they 
captured the 17 foot, 4.5 ton satellite. 


June 


The Dow Jones average of industrial stocks passed the 3400 mark for 
the first time ever, ending at 3413.21 on June 1.

Inthe morning we inspected the beautiful architectural award winning 
Parliament Building. This is a most impressive structure, well worth seeing 
and we are pursuing the idea of having a reception at Parliament with the 
American Ambassador in attendance.

The graves were in 
aremote area of the cemetery and were only located two years ago. The area 
had been allowed to become completely overgrown and the burials were in 
unmarked common graves. The survivors of the uprising have spent the past 
two years in making every attempt to identify the remains and properly mark 
their graves. General Elkan arranged for us to be ina position of honor at the 
wreath laying ceremony, and he personally introduced each member of our 
party to the President of the Republic of I lungary, Arpad Goncz. Our Captain 
presented President Goncz with several descriptive pieces of literature about 
our company, and described our history and explained that the purpose of 
our visit was preparing for our visitin the fall. Our Captain invited President 
Goncz to our banquet and President Goncz indicated he would attend if he 
could. We were also introduced to the Speaker of the House of Parliament 
and other distinguished members of the Hungarian Freedom Fighters. 

After the ceremony we went to Hero's Square for an additional 
briefing and run through of our proposed wreath laying ceremony. 

From Hero’s Square we went a short distance to a nearby park where 
there was a tent facility very similar to those in Munich at Oktoberfest time 
and hada most enjoyable lunch sampling the beer, food, and entertainment. 
It was a most enjoyable afternoon. We were so impressed that we are trying 
to arrange a private party at this facility for the Company in the fall. 

In the evening we had dinner on a boat restaurant on the Danube.

Although the Cardinal was out of the country and hence could not meet with 
us, he left word with the church officials that he would be most willing to 
preside at our church service at Matthias Cathedral in the fall. The Cardinal 
gave his regrets that he could not personally meet with us due to other 
obligations at that time. We were given a tour of the Cardinal’s residence and 
the magnificent cathedral, and escorted to the crypt of Cardinal Josef 
Minzenty whose body had been returned only the month before from 
Austria, where he died in exile in 1975. Cardinal Minzenty had made a vow 
that he would not return to Hungary until the Communist had left Hungary. 
He is a national hero and his cause for beatification and ultimate sainthood 
has already been presented to Rome. 

We then traveled to Szentendre, a small artist colony town on the 
Danube for a brief shopping tour, then took a boat down the Danube back 
to Budapest. 
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We re-convened at the hotel fora re-cap of our plans to that pointand 
for assignments for the next day for finalization of our plans. 

Dinner that evening was atthe Gambrinus Restaurant, a very pleasant, 
elegant, top notch, white glove service restaurant with superb food. 

After dinner and a walk along the Danube, we retired for the evening.

match. The competitors were General Elkan, and the Assistant Chief of Staff 


Major General Biro, against our two Sergeants on the trip, Colonel Richard 
Tedeschi and Major James Sugden. After a hard fought encounter which saw 
our members tactfully accepting a gracious defeat, plans were made for a re- 
match in the fall. 

We then bade Auf Wiedersehen to our new friends of the Hungarian 
Army. Their co-operation and friendliness could not have been better. 

Dinner and evening were at leisure. We packed our bags for an 0800 
departure the following day. We bade farewell to our very capable tour guide, 
Madeline and gregarious and innovative driver Alex. They contributed 
immensely to the success of our pre-trip to Budapest. We were all tired from 
all the work done, but felt well in what we had accomplished. 


Wednesday, 19 June 


In the morning we were transferred to the Budapest airport for a 
Swissair flight to Zurich and connection to Malaga, Spain. On the Fall Tour, 
this leg of the trip will be a direct charter flight.

DR.ROBERT PICK: 
Thank you very much. 
CAPTAIN GRAUNAS: 


Thank you General Milano. I would also like to thank you for all the help you 
have given me as my Chief of Staff, and I wouldalso like to thankyouon behalf 
of the Ancients for everything you have done for the company. You are a 
gentleman and indeed a credit to our Company aswell as the country. Thank 
you very much( Applause). 

Gentlemen. please continue with your meal. 


(The band plays with the company again spontaneously, loudly, and with 
great emotion joining in song. Several members danced with Miss Tracy of 
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the American Embassy. It should be noted that one of our members treated 
each member of the band with a bottle of wine, thereby helping the band play 
more vigorously, and with more enthusiasm. After each song, the band 
received a thunderous ovation, again helping them to play more enthusias- 
tically).

Gentlemen, Ttell you all, itis a bit different being here this time. Everyone 
now Is so friendly, and the area has been so improved, it is almost like a 
miracle. Captain Commanding, Reverend Clergy, Distinguished guests, and 
my comrades. My good friend Mayor Raymond Flynn of the City of Boston has 
asked me to congratulate and give his best wishes to the City of Budapest. But 
Iwant to go back to twenty one years ago when we first came here. There were 
tanks all over the place, and a lot of uninvited guests, and last June, the last 
guest left. There wasa big celebration and I am so glad to see the atmosphere 
here tonight, and on the streets of Budapest. How remarkably different times 
are now. Tonight's banquet is probably one of the most festive we of the 
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Ancients have ever had. Believe me, I want you all to take a glass, there is a 
phrase in Hungarian that I would like to say” AEGGA SHEYGALA”. Thank 
you ( Applause ). 


CAPTAIN GRAUNAS: 


Thank you General Claire and through you, Mayor Flynn. 
Gentlemen please give your attention to the adjutant. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Would you please rise for the tenth regular toast of the evening. We, 
Ambassadors of good will, attending this, our 354th Fall Field Day Tour of 
Duty, salute the heritage, traditions, and ideals of this great company. The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

( Band plays and the company sings a rendition of the Ancients song “Auld 
Lang Syne” with a Hip Hip Hooray, Hip Hip Hooray, Hip Hip Hooray ). 


CAPTAIN GRAUNAS: 


Gentlemen please be seated. For our Hungarian friends, I would like to say, 
that song “Auld Lang Syne” was written by a former Marine Corps Bandmas- 
ter, John Phillip Sousa. He was a very famous musician. The song is typically 
played only amongst friends, and asin Europe, usually on New Years eve when 
everyone is happy and very festive. As you can see, we all feel we are certainly 
amongst friends, and are certainly festive. Everyone loves it here and is having 
a great time. 

Before I respond to the toast to the Ancient’s, I have two things I would like 
to do. One is to recognize some very famous people in the audience. We are 
fortunate to have with us, two top facial surgeons of Hungary, Professor 
Zarbo, and Doctor Virgie, both of whom are affiliated with the Medical 
University here in Budapest ( Applause ). 

Atthis time I would like to call Sergeants Richard Tedeschi and James Sugden 
to the podium please. Also General Biro and General Elkan.

(Applause). 


CAPTAIN GRAUNAS: 


Thank you SGTS Tedeschi and Sugden. Gentlemen, the last ime we were 
here, we told the men to give our competitors a good match, and try to win, 
but do not try to hard. This time we have been challenged again. The re- 
match is going to occur on Wednesday at 10:30 AM. General Biro and 
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General Elkan, thank you for the tennis match; we will see you on Wednesday. 
Please continue with your meal gentlemen. 


(After a short pause, the members of the company again started to sing and 
the band joined in. With much emotion, another rendition of Auld Lang 
Syne was sung. The band continued to play while the company ate). 


CAPTAIN GRAUNAS: 


Gentlemen could I have your attention please. Continuing on with the 
program, I would like to saya few words abouta man I have learned to respect 
and admire. General Elkan has made our entire trip one which I think we will 
all remember. He has helped us in immeasurable ways. Without his help, our 
trip would not have been as successful. How about a round of applause for 
General Elkan? (loud applause).

We will now have coffee and 
a little schnapps together, before we continue on with our program. I will 
then respond to the toast to the Ancients. 


(Band plays a lively rendition of “Rock Around The Clock” followed by loud 
applause from the group). 


Gentleman, continuing on with our program, I would now like to respond to 
the toast COLJohn Moore made to the honor of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. 


Mr. Secretary, distinguished head table guests, Reverend Clergy, and distin- 
guished members of the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company, and our 
honored guests. I would like to publicly thank my First Lieutenant Ernest 
Caggiano for every thing he has helped me do (Applause). Ernie has been 
a tremendousamountof help on this trip as well as before the trip(Applause). 
I would also like to thank my Second Lieutenant Roy S. Chase who has also 
been of tremendous help (Applause). Both he and LT Caggiano will make 
tremendous Captains (Applause).

Joe does so much for the company 
behind the scenes, that itis hard to detail all the things he does. My Adjutant, 
LTC John Moore, who this company should be so grateful to for all he does.

I would also like to thank the 
members of the Color Guard who always look so beautiful and impressive, but 
particularly tonight as they posted the colors (Applause). I would like to 
thank Sergeant Brian Pollack, a member of our company, and our travel 
agent, who is sitting over there for helping to puton such an exemplary trip.

The Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company is deeply 
grateful and proud to be here in Budapest, to renew our bonds again, of 
friendship and brotherhood with the Hungarian Governmentand its people. 

It is most fitting that we honor the Hungarian heroes who so valiantly fought 

for freedom. Hungary is notan ordinary country and the Hungarians are not 

ordinary people. They all have the spirit of freedom. If you think back over 

the history of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, we too were 

freedom fighters. We have fought in every war our nation was in to preserve 

our liberties and freedom. The Ancients also have the spirit to be free with 

liberty for all. The Ancients, as have the Hungarians, shown fearless courage 

during their existence, and I am sure we will continue to do so in the future.

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CAPTAIN GRAUNAS (Continuing):

More than one hundred and fifty American veterans honored Hungarian soldiers with the laying 
of a wreath yesterday in Hero's Square. Active and retired troops of the Massachusetts Tradition 
Keeping Artillery Regiment of the United States, consisting of professional and honorary officers 
participated during the ceremony. The ceremonial battalion of Hungarian Military Forces stood 
at attention on guard. The Central Military Band provided the solemn musical background. 
After the ceremony, a short musical show was followed by a short parade. 


During our Hungarian history, this was the first time thata complete American Company passed 
in parade in front of our war memorial. This was not any kind of company, but one that consists 
of veterans, navy commanders, physiciansin artillery uniforms, businessmen, and lawyers, many 
of whom participated in Vietnam. In the ranks were several Generals and an Army chaplain who 
also marched. During the ceremony, the wind waved the flags of our countries side by side. The 
flagstaffs bowed at the same time on hearing the national anthems. II silencio was finished by the 
sound of retreat, throwing a veil on all that separated these troops from us during the passed forty 
five years.

One hundred and forty veterans belonging to the Ancient and Honorable 
Field Tour of Duty from the City of Boston are here visiting Marbella. During 
this four day visit, yesterday 15 of their company dedicated some time to visit 
the mayor at the town hall. The members of this club are war veterans, 
especially old combatants of the regiment of Massachusetts that have written 
pages of glory from the war of Succession until the present day. 


No less than four Presidents of the United States have belonged to this 
company during its existence, the last of these being the late John F. Kennedy. 


The representation at the town hall was led by Captain Reynold Graunas. It 
is to be assumed that the military rank is purely symbolic, as most of the 
members seem to have the rank of Colonel and even higher. 


The American veterans were received by the mayor, Pedro Roman, who was 
accompanied by counselors Dolores Zurdo, Lamberto Moritti, Jose Maria 
Fuentes, and Juan Flores. 


After the introductions, Pedro Roman welcomed them by saying” it is an 
honor for Marbella to receive representation of a regiment that has been 
covered with such honor in so many pages in the history of the United States, 
and have had among their members men of such valor as John F. Kennedy. 
In the name of the town hall I want to thank you for choosing Marbella for 
this short holiday, and wish you a happy stay. 


Iam sorry to not have been able to attend last night’s dinner, to which I was 
kindly invited. I had to go to Madrid in search of money, as the socialist 
government does nor give us many facilities to finance all the things we need 
to do in Marbella. I hope you all enjoy yourselves, and that we shall meet 
again. 

To these words of welcome, Captain Graunas responded by remembering 
thatthe first time the Ancients were in Spain wasin 1960, and on thatoccasion 
had the honor to be received by General Franco, and today they were very 


proud to be here in Marbella. 


After mentioning that the great progress made in Marbella was obvious, he 
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added that “we are a little upset with the weather but we know you can not do

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF STAFF 
BRIGADIER GENERAL JOSEPH A. MILANO, PC 


It has been a sincere pleasure and honor to serve our Captain as his 
Chief of Staff. My role was to serve the company as the Captain’s advisor and 


confidant. Tonight I am pleased to report to the company, the highlights of 


Captain Rey’s year. 

On Monday, 3 June 1991, Colonel Reynold P. Graunas was commis- 
sioned this Company's 283rd Captain Commanding by his excellency Will- 
iam F. Weld. This was Governor Weld’s first June Day duty as Commander in 
Chief. 

Shorty after taking office, our Captain led the Fall Tour Committee to 
Hungary and Spain to finalize plans for the Company’s 354th Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty. Due to the restoration of the Old State House, the 1991 Fourth 
of July reading of the Declaration of Independence took a new venue. From 
City Hall Plaza, Captain Graunas read with eloquence and honor, those words 
that were first addressed in 1776 by Thomas Clark, a member of our 
Company. The company dress for the day was the first official call of our 
summer white uniform. The summer whites offered comfort in the heat of 
the day. A parade stop at Liberty Square at the monument of the Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters was a fitting moment in this years Fourth of July Program. 

The 354th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty had many memorable occasions 
for the 150 plus members and guests. History was made at Hero's Square, 
Budapest, where our Company was the first ever, American delegation to 
march. Our company paraded proudly alongside 250 Hungarian troops in 
respect for Hungary's Unknown Soldier. The church service at Matthias 
Cathedral, co-celebrated by the Cardinal of Hungary, and our Chaplains will 
forever be remembered by all participants, particularly the Hungarian 
parishioners, who with teary eyes reached out to touch us as we joined in 
prayer and left the church, 

The Fall Tour Banquet, held at the world famous Gundel’s Restaurant, 
took onan unprecedented first of its kind, finale, when the members of the 
Hungarian Band returned to musically electrify the hotel’s atrium inside the 
Captain’s suite. Hotel guests and management will surely remember the 
conclusion of our Company’s 354th Fall Tour Banquet. General Elkan of the 
Hungarian Army and Colonel Concannon, the Defense Attache Officer, 
stationed at the American Embassy in Budapest, offered our Captain Com- 
manding around the clock support and assistance, and hospitality. We are 
pleased that both respective leaders will join us at the head table for the June 
Day Anniversary Banquet. Marbella, Spain on the Costa Del Sol was the 
perfect R and R site for our weary warriors. Like all Fall Tours, this one had 
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its share of walking wounded. From cardiac hill to the bull fight arena, 
Captain Rey brought his troops home with fond memories which will become 
historical in time on our Company’s records. 

Besides the Fourth of July parade, our Captain led the troops on a 
march in Taunton for the “Stand Tall for America” Celebration honoring 
Desert Storm veterans, to Stoneham to pay tribute to Nancy Kerrigan, the 
bronze medalist at the Winter Olympics, to Medford for their Centennial 
Anniversary Celebration, to Boston and Lexington on the traditional Patriots 
Day parades, then on Veterans Day, only to be rained on, notrained outwhen 
the troops commandeered a bar on Exeter Street. 

The Captain was never shy in representing the Company, nor in 
accepting official invitations. On a busy schedule, Captain Rey and Staff 
traveled to Valley Forge joining with the Freedom Foundation in the dedica- 
tion of a Massachusetts Monument to their medal of honor recipients. On 
December 7th, as guests of General Gordon Sullivan, Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army, our Captain led his staff to the Army- Navy game at 
Veterans Memorial Stadium in Philadelphia, to pay respect on the 50th 
Anniversary of Pearl Harbor. In January, the Captain led the largest contn- 
gent presentat the Old Guard Ball in New York City. In April, the Honorable 
Artillery Company of London were graced with our Captain’s presence at the 
annual St. George's Day Dinner. : 

All Committees met often at the Captain's call. The membership 
Committee was challenged to meet a quotas, 31 new members, which they 
met. The Military Support Committee met it’s deadline in publishing a first 
for the Ancients, a book of Standard Operating Procedures for all official 
Company events and personnel duty assignments. The book identifies 
responsibilities of various assignments and will help new incoming personnel 
become familiar with their duties in the Ancients. The London Association 
was officially established, to complement the HAC’s Boston Society. All 
committees worked in concertwith outside agentsin preparing for the return 
to our home, Faneuil Hall. Yes, the Captain demanded of those, but was 
always by your side every step of the way. 

Company events scored high marks; The Fall Shoot had record 
numbers attend. On President’s day, we witnessed the first Bulger-Cremens 
debate of wit, only to have the State Treasurer, Joseph Malone close with fond 
words of our company. The USO/AHAC reception continues to show 
common bond to our citizen/soldier relationship. This was the first year we 
were asked to escort the Governor into his State of The State address, and 
since that time, the Captain is still asked who was the man standing near him 
in the House Chambers. Captain Rey “Rocked The Cradle” with a company 
check for $25,000 for the Faneuil Hall Preservation and Restoration Trust. 
Mayor Flynn will forever be grateful to the Ancients. Our Captain challenged 
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us with giving to the Easter Seals, and we responded with contributions 
exceeding $10,000, a record to that date. 

Captain, your staff served you with admiration. Your sergeants ex- 
ceeded their initial expectations, the troops responded to your command. 
Yes, you did reward us with many ribbons and medals so much so that we had 
to establish a full time Sergeant Major to assist the members with ribbon and 
medal alignment. 

Captain Rey, much more can be said, but I will stop here. You have 
always demonstrated yourself by deeds, not just words. You have truly lived up 
to the Company’s motto- “ Facta Non Verba “. 

At this time, I would like to ask all members to stand tall and give a 
rousing round of applause to our Captain to show our deep appreciation to 
him for a job extremely well done.

TRUSTEES OF THE PERMANENT FUND REPORT 


The fiscal year began with the election of COL Robert Sawtelle, 
replacing former Trustee COL Wendell Freeman. Shortly into this fiscal 
year, Trustee LCDR George Peznola PC died. This caused a special election 
in October to elect a Trustee to serve in his place. That election brought LT 
Jerome Sweeney onto the Board Of Trustees. 

__ Thenewly completed body of this Board of Trustees voted to create the 
position of Treasurer, and named Jerome Sweeney to that position. Thus the 
board now had a Chairman, Secretary, and a Treasurer amongst whom to 
delegate the various responsibilities regarding administrative , secretarial 
and correspondence duties, as well as the financial duties of the Board. 
During mid year, our chairman, MGEN Richard McLaughlin became 
ill and was forced to be absent from service with our board for four months. 
In order to continue our duties, and in order to have representation of the 
Permanent Fund on the Standing Committee, we voted to name COL 
William O'Brien as our Acting Chairman and representative to the Standing 
Committee. 

; The Board of Trustees voted to have a professional financial consultant 
appointed by the Board, to assist the Trustees in managing the investment 
portfolio. Meetings were held all through the fiscal year on a monthly basis. 
Invited to attend these meetings were former Trustee MGEN I. Jerome 
O'Connor and COL Wendell Freeman. Their presence was utilized to obtain 
historic knowledge of the Permanent Fund. 
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Asa result of the Board's dissatisfaction with the manner in which the 
investment portfolio had been handled by Fidelity Investments, it was voted 
to transfer the account to Merrill Lynch Pierce Fenner and Smith of Boston, 
and to appoint LT Paul Knouse, Vice President of Merrill Lynch to act as 
Professional Financial Consultant to this Board. The advantages to our great 
Company as a result of this decision are many: 


* Local and personal representation. 

* Active participation in our regularly scheduled meetings. 

Constant attention to our investment portfolio on a daily basis. 
Less commissions charged for services than by Fidelity. 

Total record keeping and monthly printouts to the Board. 

Reports of income and expenses etc, at far less cost than at Fidelity. 


This Board has formulated a “MISSION OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
PERMANENT FUND” for the present Board to move toward attaining, and 
as a guide for future Boards to follow. The Mission is to maintain stability of 
our company through the astute management of our Permanent Fund. This 
is to be attained by investmentas follows: 50% in US Government Securities, 
25% in so called Blue Chips and 25% in so called “liquid (mildly speculative) 
securities. We shall also maintain a cash account into which the initiation 
dues of new members shall be deposited, along with any other funds from all 
sources. From this cash account will be drawn funds for further investment 
as the balance reaches sums in excess of those needed for payments to the 
company under the realm of our financial responsibility to our company. 

During this past year, your trustees have paid over to our Paymaster the 
total sum of 73,317.12 of earnings for last year, to be used in reduction of dues 
to members. We have also paid over to the Paymaster the sum of $135,000 
(voted for moving expenses out of Faneuil Hall during the Restoration 
Period and moving back , and related costs to our Company, relative to our 
Armory and it’s restoration). The Paymaster has repaid $10,000 (one year 
agreed upon payment) plus has paid over to the Permanent Funda check for 
$ 52,272.83 which was received from the US Department Of The Interior as 
a further credit against the $135,000 loan. The unpaid balance of the loan 
remains at $72,727.17 and this will be further reduced by subsequent 
reimbursements by the US Department Of The Interior, and by the Com- 
pany, in repayments of the net balance over future years. 

We also paid over the $25,000. voted by our company as a donation to 
the Restoration of our Armory, to the Trust Fund established for that 
purpose. 

The opening and closing balance sheets for FY 6/1/91 thru 5/31/92 
indicate a good profitable year. 
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The opening balance on 6/1/91 was as follows: 


Equities 873,079.37 
Mutual Funds 26,684.40 
Fixed Income 50,937.50 
Total 950,701.27 


The closing total balance as of 5/31/92 shows an amount of 
$1,117,395.00, an increase during the year of $166,693.73 

We are now targeting a higher ratio of income producing funds to help 
reduce company dues. 

This board has acquired a fire proof safe file cabinet, to be located in 
our Armory for all Permanent Fund records to be stored. The records will be 
so stored immediately following completion of our current in progress audit 
for prior years, which is to be completed by CPA’s Charles DiPesa Company. 

Finally, and in conclusion, The Board of Trustees of The Permanent 
Fund extend to our Captain Commanding COL Reynold Graunas “Thanks” 
for his efforts and co-operation during this past year. With his help, we have 
attained newheightsin serving the bestinterests of the Company, in directing 
the Permanent Fund. He has demonstrated genuine concern for the An- 
cients during his year of service as the Chief Executive Officer, and has 
successfully steered a most difficult course during the trying umes of our 
absence from our natural quarters at Faneuil Hall. He has exhibited a high 
degree of business acumen in bringing the combined efforts of the Elected 
and Appointed Boards, Committees and individuals of the Company into a 
harmonious operation to serve our Great Company. 

The Trustees of the Permanent Fund wish to thank him for every 
success in his future endeavors. 

We, The Trustees believe we have done agood job during the past fiscal 
year, and we will continue working for the good of the Company.

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MILITARY MUSEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE REPORT 


During the pastyear, the Military Museum and Library Committee met 
to conduct business on a regular basis. A total of thirty six meetings were held 
with the general contractors responsible for the refurbishing of Faneuil Hall 
and the Armory, aswell as officials from the National Park Service and the City 
of Boston. 

The renovation and refurbishing work that started during the year 
1990-1991 is well on the way to being completed. Our furniture and furnish- 
ings have been refinished, and our silver artifacts have been restored to their 
former brilliance. 

The portraits of the past Captains have been refinished and the frames 
rebuilt when necessary. The Great Seal will be re-painted in the near future 
thanks to a generous donation from the Sergeants 90-91. A new conference 
table will be in the Captain’s Quarters, a gift of LTC Ernest Caggiano and LT 
Roy Chase. 

The Armory now has a full security system with audio and motion 
detectors as well as a TV monitoring system. The walls and ceilings have been 
restored to the same colors that were in the Armory when it was last 
rehabilitated in 1899. 

New flags have been purchased to replace the flags that could not be 
repaired. A new sound system has been installed with speakers on the side 
walls and in the front and rear of the hall. 

Physical changes have been made within the Armory. A new elevator 
has been installed. A new fully equipped kitchen occupies the space where 
the library was. The new library occupies the space of the old kitchen. The 
Executive Secretaries office is now located in the space formally utilized by 
the Sergeants, and the Sergeants new quarters are where the Executive 
Secretary was, and the Quartermaster’s room and the Museum have been 
interchanged. The new museum is housed between the Executive Secretary's 
Office and the Curators Office on the north side of the Armory. 

New lighting has been installed throughout the Armory, and new rugs 
have been installed on the grand stairway and in the Commandery. New State 
Flags, donated by each of the original thirteen colonies, will be placed on the 
stairs to the Captain’s Quarters. A new lavatory has been installed. 

The committee has worked extremely well with the Curator, Dr. John 
F. McCauley, and want to publicly praise him for his tireless efforts and the 
work he has done on all the artifacts. Our curator is truly a great asset to the 
Company, he has done much of the refinishing and rehabilitation work on 
our possessions himself, and has saved the Company thousands of dollars 

During the year, the contents of the safety box at the Shawmut Bank 
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were checked and the Company Century Box was checked at the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts Archives in Dorchester. 

The inventory of the Company's books and artifacts continues, and will 
be completed after our return to Faneuil Hall. 

The committee extends its heartfelt thanks to the outstanding efforts 
and co-operation of Captain Commanding Reynold P. Graunas, for his 
support. He has been a great asset and been of tremendous help to us. Also 
thanks to the Restoration and Preservation Committee and its Chairman, 
MAJ Albert A. Petrulis, for that Committee’s understanding and co-opera- 
tion.

MILITARY SUPPORT COMMITTEE REPORT 


For the first time in over a decade, the Military Support Committee was 
assigned a task of enormous magnitude by Captain Commanding Graunas. 
This was a task on which the members of the Committee, Past Captains, past, 
and present elected and appointed officers, and staff members, worked 
many, many long hours throughout the year to accomplish. This task was that 
of gathering, assembling, drafting, preparing and finally printing a manual 
of Standing Operating Procedures (SOPs) for the Ancient And Honorable 
Artillery Company. A copy of this manual is available for all to see and read 
at the Executive Secretaries office. 

The purpose of the SOP is to ensure and to help guide every future 
elected commissioned, and non-commissioned officer, and to ensure that 
every staff member will be informed, at the beginning of his tenure, by a 
detailed format of his respective duties, obligations, and responsibilities in all 
activities of the company. The SOP deals with all activities associated with 
AHAC functions such as for example those associated with the setting up of 
June Day , preparing for, and arranging for the Fall Field Day Tour OfDuty, 
preparing for the Fall Shoot, etc. 

The preparation of the SOP, a first of its kind in the detail established, 
was the result of the co-operation of several of the Past Commanders, pastand 
present commissioned and non-commissioned officers, and staff members 
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who, for the most part responded to our request for detailed written 
information with respect to their duties. These men were asked to identify 
and specify the obligations and responsibilities of the various offices within 
the Company, and to identify how various functions should be addressed. 
Most of whom were asked for help, did so whole heartedly and with dedicated 
enthusiasm. Guidelines were established that will aid others in future years 
to benefit from those that have done what needed to be done previously. 

We are pleased to report that 44 of the 53 SOPs have been completed. 
Seven individuals had not completed their task by the time it was necessary 
to publish the text. We hope the text will be completed in future years by 
future Committees. 

During the year, the Committee met formally seven times and infor- 
mally four times. 

The members of the Committee were involved in every activity of the 
Company throughout the year, including participation in the FFDTD to 
Hungary and Spain, the President’s Day celebration and dinner, and the 
many parades that occurred during the year. 

The members of the committee provided support to all the committees 
within the Company. 

The members actively participated with excellent attendance in all 
funerals of fallen comrades, the most notable of which was that of our former 
Adjutant and past Chairman and outstanding comrade, LCDR Thomas 
Horan. The Committee members were responsible for alerting the member- 
ship of the Company in the geographical area where acomrade had been lost 
from our ranks to assist in achieving greater funeral attendance.. 

; The Committee finalized the specifications for the summer uniform 
which was extensively introduced during the year, and the Committee 
insured is proper use. This was the first year a summer uniform was 
extensively utilized by the Company. 

The members of the Committee were also active ensuring that the 
mem bership were in compliance with the uniform and dress requiremen tsat 
all scheduled functions, monitoring the appearance of all members. This 
activity included inspection of insignia, decorations, ribbons, medals, foot- 
wear, shirts and ties. Members observed in violation of the uniform require- 
ments were tactfully advised, and usually violations were corrected. 

The committee addressed a most unpleasantissue, because of the large 
number of members involved, in the unauthorized wearing of insignia of 
rank ion the sleeve of the parade and mess dress uniform by some members 
ofthe Company. Because of the sensitivity of the issue, the Committee sought 
through the Captain Commanding, the legal opinion of the Judge Advocate. 
Upon reviewing the opinion of the Judge Advocate, concerning the wearing 
of the insignia of rank, the Committee voted unanimously for the good of the 
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Company, that the long standing rule, Section S04b, of the Rules and 
Regulations must be strictly enforced, and that only those active, retired, or 
past officers of the Armed Forces of the United States of America, or any State 
thereof, or allied nations, may wear, on the left sleeve of the Company 
uniform, the insignia of rank of service. Furthermore, the Committee 
unanimously concurred with the Judge Advocate that no change in this long 
standing rule was necessary. 

Finally, we would like to thank our Captain Commanding COL Reynold 
P. Graunas for the supportand guidance he has given us. He has been a good 
Captain, and example, and we all enjoyed working with him.

MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Committee had nine meetings during the course of the year. The 
first meeting was mainly for organizational purposes, although we did 
process several candidates for regular membership as well as Right of Descent 
Membership. 

During the year, thirty one sponsors and candidates for Regular 
Membership were interviewed and processed, as were eleven candidates for 
Right of Descent Membership, all of whom were given favorable recommen- 
dations. All of those recommended were subsequently elected to member- 
ship by the Company. 

The average age of the applicants for Regular Membership was fifty. 
The youngest was twenty five and the oldest was seventy four. 

The average age for Right of Descent Membership was fifty 
youngest was twenty eight and the oldest was eighty three. 

Eighteen of the Regular membership or 58% of the candidates had 
military experience. 

Numbered among the thirty one candidates were two Federally recog- 
nized General Officers, including the Chief of Staff of the US Army, General 
Gordon R. Sullivan, and the Clerk Magistrate of the Concord District Court, 
Major General Charles H. Perenick. Because of the extremely tight schedule 
of General Sullivan, the entire membership committee met with him at the 


<. The 
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Westin Hotel to interview him. General Sullivan was extremely anxious to join 
the Ancients since he is a native of the Boston area, and has always known 
about the Company. General Perenick has been active in the Massachusetts 
National Guard for many years. 

Also interviewed and inducted into the Company during the year was 
Congressional Medal of Honor recipient Sergeant Charles A. McGillivary. 

The incoming number of Regular members increased this year from 
prior years, but is still substantially below what it was years ago, with a 
consequent membership strength below our authorized 550. It has been 
demonstrated this year however, that an intensive campaign can, despite 
poor economic conditions, bring an increase in the number of qualified 
candidates. The membership campaign started this year must be vigorously 
continued in the future. 

It should also be noted that the importance of our Military Training 
program for new members will take on greater significance in future years, 
as more and more of our new members will probably lack military service. 

I would like to give credit for the success of this year to the members 
of the committee, the names of which are identified in the roster. Special note 
should be made of the fact that SGT J. Fox, MAJ D. Mason, CPO J. Amicone, 
SGT C. Nastopoulos as well as COL R. Bird had perfect attendance at the 
meetings during the year. Special thanks should also again be given to COL 
Frederick L. Lincoln for his valuable assistance in the verification of Right of 
Descent applications. COL Lincoln has performed this function atno charge 
to the Company for eight years, and while not a member of the Company 
himself, has been considered as the sixteenth member of the Membership 
Committee. 

; Finally, the committee would like to thank COL Reynold P. Graunas 
for his co-operation and enthusiasm for our work. He has helped us accom- 
plish our task and we are grateful to him. 

The committee has done its work diligently, and with enthusiasm, and 


has enjoyed their job. We all wish the future Membership Committee 
continued success.

* Military Protocol Committee members should be recognized by a 
Military Badge of Identification that will be worn on the uniform.

RESTORATION AND PRESERVATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The work of the Restoration Committee began in 1984 when we were 
informed that Faneuil Hall was to be renovated and restored, and that our 
Company would have to vacate our quarters for an unspecified period of 
time. Unlike perhaps other appointed Committees of the Company, this 
Committee whose membership changed from year to year, spanned the 
terms of eight Captains Commanding of The Ancient And Honorable 
Artillery Company. 

These Captains are: COL Ray, BGEN Loughman, BGEN Koughan, 
CAPT Tierney, LTC DeMatteo, BGEN Milano, MAJ Nashawaty, and COL 
Graunas. 

Two past Captains stand out for their contributions. One is Captain 
Ray, who appointed the first Ad Hoc Committee to begin the project, and the 
other is COL Walter T. Anzoni who became the principle force behind the 
Committee’s success and who devoted until his recent lamented passing, 
countless hours to the restoration of Faneuil Hall. 

The first objective of the Committee was to enlist the support of the 
proper City and National groups who could assist the Company in this 
restoration project. In late 1984 the Committee had the support of Mayor 
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Flynn, J. Edward Roche, Commissioner of Real Property, Congressman 
Joseph Moakley, and John Burchill, Superintendent of the National Park 
Service. Now the project moved forward with guidance of these individuals 
who recognized the prestige of 241 years of occupancy of Faneuil Hall by the 
Ancients. 

After Federal appropriations and constant Committee meetings, the 
next step was to find new quarters for our Company while we were away from 
our home. A two year search of many potential locations happily ended with 
our temporary use of the facilities of the United States Coast Guard Base on 
Commercial Street. Unused office space was rehabilitated for our Staff, and 
the large club social area was reserved for us to have our meetings. Parking 
was available for all. The Company's pleasant sojourn at this location began 
in November of 1990, and ended in June 1992. All of the meetings for the 
current year were held here. 

The restoration of Faneuil Hall then began. A move outof the building 
involved inventory appraisal, and packing of the hundreds of artifacts, 
historical treasures, and other memorabilia of the Ancients. High credit here 
must be given to our very capable Company Curator Dr. John F. McCauley 
and members of the Museum and Library Committee. During this period 
numerous meetings were held with the Architect and General Contractor to 
schedule the actual restoration, which included providing for security sys- 
tems, handicapped access, elevators, sound systems, color selection to au- 
thenticate the appearance of the pre- 1900 occupancy, new commissary with 
modern equipment, and many other construction project details. 

As the company prepares to move back, as of this writing, to Faneuil 
Hall in September of 1992, I would like to salute the present and last 
Restoration Committee and our Captain Commanding, COL Reynold 
Graunas. They and he, have all worked extremely hard and tirelessly, as 
“move back” day approached, and have shown a tremendous amount of 
dedication to our Company. 

The Finance Committee and the Permanent Fund personnel are also 
to be congratulated and thanked for the excellent manner in which they co- 
operated in supplying the necessary funds for our move and construction at 
the Coast Guard Base. 

A final word of acknowledgement should be given here to the superb 
co-operation in the last days of the Committee’s function to the following 
individuals: Honorable Joseph Moakley, US Congress; Honorable Raymond 


Flynn, Mayor of Boston, and Frank Jones, Real Property Commissioner of 
Boston.

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OBSERVANCE OF INDEPENDENCE DAY 
4 JULY 1991 


Atabout 0800 hours, members started to assemble at the Union Oyster 
House for the observance of the 215th Independence Day celebration. 
Coffee and pastry were provided by our Chief Of Staff BGEN Joseph A. 
Milano proprietor of the Union Oyster House to start the day. 

At 0930 hours, the Company convened at City Hall Plaza, Boston, 
Massachusetts and the Master of Ceremonies, Reverend Joseph Washington 
welcomed several thousand spectators, one of the largest crowds ever wit- 
nessed for this observance, and introduced COL Reynold P. Graunas, 
Captain Commanding of the AHAC who read the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

The reading of the Declaration of Independence at City Hall Plaza was 
a departure from tradition because Faneuil Hall and the Old State House, 
where the Declaration has been read for hundreds of years, was closed for 
restoration and historic preservation treatment. The crowd of thousands 
applauded loudly to the patriotic words of the Declaration as it was read. 

After the reading, salvos by the Wilmington Minutemen, and the 10th 
Massachusetts Regiment were given. Our own Bandmaster (Emeritus) COL 
John J. Shea led the Shea Military Band in the playing of “ Yankee Doodle 
Dandy” and the “National Anthem”. 

John Burchill, Superintendent of the National Park Service gave brief 
remarks on why Faneuil Hall and the Old State House were closed for repairs 
and renovations, and indicated the planned re-opening of both sites would 
be in time to celebrate the 216th observance on July 4th 1992. 

. The program included the singing of “God Bless America” and the 

Battle Hymn of The Republic” by Ernest Triplett. A briefaddress from Mayor 
Raymond L.Flynn, Mayor of the City of Boston was given. Mayor Flynn 
dedicated this July 4th to the personnel of the Armed Forces who had served 
in Operation Desert Storm and Desert Shield. 

The traditional Flag raising was preceded by the pledge of Allegiance, 
led by a sailor, a marine, and two young Bostonians. Participating in the Flag 
Raising was COL Graunas and Mayor Flynn who jointly raised the flag. 

; At 1005 hours, ninety five AHAC members stepped off towards the Old 
Granary Burial Grounds where wreaths were placed by the Mayor and COL 
Graunas on the grave sites of Samuel Adams, John Hancock, Robert Treat 
Payne, all signers of the Declaration of Independence, and Peter Faneuil, 
legendary hero of the Revolutuionary War. Tapsand salvos by the Wilmington 
Minutemen were given at each grave site. 

Departing from tradition, and to honor people who fought for free- 
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dom as did early Americans during the Revolutionary War, the parade 
resumed to Bromfield Street to Washington Street to Water Street stopping 
at Liberty Square ( Corner of Kirby and Water Street ) to place a wreath at the 
site of the monument that commemorates those who never surrendered in 
the Hungarian Uprising in October 1956. 

Inscribed on the Hungarian Revolution Memorial are the following 
words which were given by a departed Ancient comrade. 


“October 23, 1956, is a day that will live forever in the annals 
of free men and nations. It was a day of courage, conscience, 
and triumph. No other day since history began has shown more 
clearly the eternal unquenchability of man’s desire to be free, 
whatever the odds of success, whatever the sacrifice required.” 
John F. Kennedy 
On The First Anniversary of The 
Hungarian Revolution 


The Company formed in the shape of a horseshoe, standing at 
attention. The First Sergeant of Infantry, Louis Zuliani and the First Sergeant 
of Artillery James Sheridan, brought forward the wreath to COL Reynold 
Graunas, who accompanied by First Lieutenant LTC Ernest C. Caggiano and 
Second Lieutenant Roy S. Chase, marched to the foot of the monument and 
placed the wreath to liberty, free men, free nations, and the Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters. 

The Company reformed and paraded to State Street, to Congress 
Street, to North Street, and on to Union Street where the Company formed 
in front of Ye Old Union Oyster House, was thanked for their splendid 
participation and welcomed inside the Oyster House by the Captain for 
refreshment and a collation. 

The collation took on the form of an old fashioned New England 
cookout. Clam chowder, hot dogs, potato salad, condiments and watermelon 
were served in ample supply. Plenty of beer was also available. 

It should be noted that this parade was the first time the Ancients 
marched in their summer uniforms. The appearance of the Company was 
outstanding, and with the heat of the day, the uniforms were greatly appre- 
ciated and welcome.

107th PRESIDENT’S DAY RECEPTION AND LUNCHEON 


The 107th Ancients observance of Washington's Birthday, now termed

REMARKS OF CAPTAIN GRAUNAS 


Honorable Joseph Malone, Honored head table guests, Reverend 
clergy, invited guests, and fellow Ancients. 

I would first like to convey to all present, the regrets of His Excellency 
Governor Weld, and that of LT Governor Cellucci, who were both planning 
to be here with us today, but because ofa request made by President Bush for 
their services elsewhere, found it impossible to be with us today. They did 
on ask to be remembered to all present, and send their best regards to 
all. 

: This has been a memorable day for me and for the 354th administra- 
tion of this Grand Old Company, The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. 

Today we have 301 members and guests attending this function. It is 
the largest Ancient’s Washington Birthday celebration ever recorded, an 
indication of how greatly we Ancients value our traditions. 

; By way ofa historical note, this celebration marks the 107th commemo- 
ration of the Ancient’s participation in the dedication of the Washington 
Monument, a dedication which initially began from Faneuil Hall. On the day 
of the monuments dedication, 170 men in extremely cold weather, weather 
which was so cold, the wind instruments of the band froze during the march 
from the White House to the Monument. On that day, after a reception at 
the White House, The Ancients escorted President Chester Alan Arthur to 
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the monument dedication. It was said that our unit was more impressive in 
the march than that of all the regulars. The Ancients then, as now, were an 
extremely dedicated and proud group of men. 

Today however, because of the restoration taking place we gather away 
from our beloved home at Faneuil Hall, but look forward to returning soon 
to our historic quarters. 

The Ancients have broken bread again with our friends in public 
service, the military, and other distinguished guests, a tradition dating back 
for hundreds of years. These meetings are what President’s Day luncheons 
are all about; tradition, friendship, and commemoration. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is tradition personi- 
fied. Our motto is, “Set a Watch Lest Old Traditions Fail”. Think if you will, 
of the American Presidents who have been active members of this company, 
James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge, and John F. Kennedy, 
and of the 68 Chief Executives of this Commonwealth who have been our 
Commanders in Chief, and I might add, our friends and comrades. 

These leaders have known that we jointly celebrate our traditions, and 
more important, that our traditions are built on principles, principles thatwe 
share with those elected to lead us. In good times or in bad, in war or in peace, 
those principles that guide our company, have guided our nation to pre- 
eminence in the world today. 

It has not been easy for the Ancients to be away from their beautiful 
headquarters, their home in Faneuil Hall, but we, as have early Americans, 
learned from their rugged pioneer days, and in their fight for independence, 
learned that we must be flexible. We must adapt to changing circumstances, 
yetwe must return to our base, a military phrase that certainly stirs memories 
among the many veterans here today. Next year, pray God, we shall celebrate 
our American President’s day at home in Faneuil Hall, and we hope future 
generations of Ancients will remember in records, those days when we 
continued our watch in another place. 

Some of our senior members have expressed an uneasiness with the 
vague description, “President’s Day”. They were brought up to hear that this 
month was the time to honor agreat President, General George Washington, 
a truly remarkable man. He was a towering hero to the school boys of the first 
half of this rapidly closing century. We however, must learn to ride with 
change. It has been a philosophy that has guided the Ancients as well. Our 
nature is to accept changes in stride. There isa quote of Abraham Lincoln that 
is uly memorable; He said” Most people are about as happy as they make up 
their minds to be”. Thusly we must change with the times and honor 
President's Day, and not only Washington’s birthday. 

I thank all of you for gathering here today. I hope you have shared with 
mea warm feeling of fellowship in tradition, ina kinship of objectives with the 
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government and military leaders here today. Let us pray that our nation will 
always be as great asitwas, andas itis today, under God, with liberty and justice

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LANTERN HANGING CEREMONY

After the principle address, and to the singing of “ America The 
Beautiful”, two lanterns were carried up into the steeple by Beverly Duncan, 
a distant grand’ child of Robert Neuman who displayed the lanterns in 1775. 

After the ceremony, attending Ancients, Old North Church members 
and their guests met at the Ancient’s Headquarters at the Coast Guard Base 
for a collation, a fitting and jovial conclusion to a beautiful evening. 

The group of approximately 60 people were treated to a recital by 
Captain Edward Burns of the poem “The Midnight Ride of Paul Revere”.

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served with me on my staff during 1991-1992. You men, here in the audience, 
Ihave enjoyed working with all of you, and I have the greatest respect for every 
one ofyou. There is so much talent, intelligence, enthusiasm, passion, genius 
and good will amongst you all. 

In particular for example, take the Sergeants, they have served us all 
extremely well, and I want to take special notice of that fact. These men have 
worked hard, and the results of their labor is obvious. These men, indeed 
have been great Sergeants, and I know they will continue to serve the 
Company in the future. 

Our medical staff this year is another example ofa group, who with out 
any fanfare, has earned special recognition. On the Fall Tour it seems we had 
about everything happen that could. We had heart attacks, bad backs, which 
required wheel chair treatment, bull fighting wounds, and the usual everyday 
8:00 AM Fall Tour ailments from the night before. 

Others also on the Staff, have done all that was expected without any 
fanfare. 

I dare not recognize individuals, for fear of forgetting someone. So 
many people have done so many things. I think everyone knows that they did 
an outstanding job. I must however recognize one man, Brigadier General 
Joseph Milano. Joe as my Chief Of Staff has helped me tremendously, and for 
this, I am extremely grateful. Joe does so much for the Company which 
people do not really know about. He spends considerable periods of time on 
Ancient’s business and also considerable money. He is truly a great Ancient. 
Gentlemen how about a round of applause for Joe. 

I can be sure I had one of the best staffs that has ever served the 
Ancients. I repeat gentlemen, I can be sure I had one of the best staffs that 
has served the Ancients, and of this I am extremely proud and grateful. You 
have all done exceptionally well and I salute you. Admiral Farragut in a 
farewell address to his command once said, “ You have given of yourselves, far 
above the call of duty. You have given me a dedication I shall never forget. You 
have given me your honorable best, and that is all any one can ask.” 

Gentlemen, I thank you from the bottom of my heart, for your 
dedication, and service, and all that you have given of yourselves during my 
year as Captain. 

And that is truly from the bottom of my heart. 

As Lou Gehrig said on his farewell address from baseball,” Today I 
consider myself the luckiest man on the face of the earth”: gentlemen, 
tonight I feel the same way.

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DECORATION OF MAJOR MAYNARD MEMORIAL 


In compliance with the provisions of the bequest of MAJ George H. 
Maynard, CMH and paragraph 217 i of the Rules and Regulations, First 
Lieutenant LTC Ernest Caggiano went to the Mount Feake Cemetery in 
Waltham on Memorial Day Weekend and placed a wreath at the Maynard 
Monument. 

MAJ Maynard was the first member of the company to receive the 
Congressional Medal Of Honor for outstanding gallantry at the Battle of 
Fredricksburg and Antietam in the Civil War. He voluntarily returned to the 
front lines under severe fire, and carried a wounded comrade from the 
skirmish line to a place of safety. 

He was a long time member of the Company born in Waltham, 
Massachusetts serving as a First Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and in 1887 asa 
Fourth Sergeant. He died in 1927 at the age of 91 and named the Company 
asa beneficiary of his estate, an indication of his interestin the Company. His 
membership in the AHAC dates from 4 June 1875 , and for 52 years he had 
been an active, honored, and much respected member.

DEDICATION OF CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL OF HONOR 
MONUMENT 
FREEDOMS FOUNDATION, VALLEY FORGE, PA. 


A group of 18 Ancients under the command of COL Reynold Graunas,

The trip to Valley Forge was enjoyable and comfortable due in no small

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assisted by LT Albert Brox, and the talents of our capable driver, SGT Joseph

Itwas noted by Dr Miller that on 
11 November 1966, at the dedication of the Freedom Center, the AHAC 
commander COL Leo C. Graham along with past Captain Maurer and 
O'Connor took partin a historic ceremony, by presenting a plaque which was 
placed in the Henry Knox Building of the Medal of Honor Grove. The plaque 
honored AHAC members, Private George Maynard, Corporal Lowel Maxham, 
COL Francis Hazeltine, and First LT Gardner Hawkins, all veterans, and 
recipients of the Congressional Medal of Honor during the Civil War. 

The Freedoms Foundation is dedicated to the preservation and 
memorialization of the history of our nation and of the gallant men and 
women who have foughtand made the supreme sacrifice for the preservation 
of our freedoms. After the very interesting tour, we returned to the hotel to 
freshen up, and then at 2000 hours we went to a nearby restaurant. We were 
privileged to have as our guests, Commissioner of Veterans Affairs for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, CAPT Thomas Hudner, SGT Charles 
McGillivary, both Congressional Medal of Honor Recipients, and BGEN 
Charles Perenick, Mass National Guard. The rest of the evening was at leisure. 

On Sunday, 9 June, after breakfast at the hotel we assembled in parade 
uniform and were transported to the Freedoms Foundation for the dedica- 
uion ceremonies. Along with the Ancients, there were over 100 members of 
the Bay State Chapter of The Freedoms Foundation present. At 0900 hours, 
an ecumenical Service was held in the chapel with our Chaplain, BGEN 
Robert M. Durkee presiding.

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HMS ROSE 
BILL OF RIGHTS TOUR 


At 1130 hours on 30 August, the Captain Commanding, COL Reynold 
Graunas accompanied by First Lieutenant LTC Ernest Caggiano and the 
Aide to the Captain, LT Rudolph Ricci arrived at the Harbor View Lounge of 
the Boston Harbor Hotel for the start of the events signaling the arrival of the 
HMS Rose to Boston. 

The HMS Rose is the largest operational wooden tall ship in the world 
and was making a 24 city tour along the East Coast to celebrate the 200th 
anniversary of the ratification of the Bill of Rights. The Rose, a replica of a 
Colonial- era British Frigate, is serving as a floating museum to display the 
Rhode Island draft of the Bill of Rights which was missing for more than 90 
years. 

Refreshments were served in the Harbor View Lounge and at 1200 
hours the elected officials and guests moved to the Rotunda for the formal 
program. A fife and drum performed and VIP were escorted to the platform 
by a Metropolitan District Police Color Guard and the Color Guard of the 
Ancients. The Color Guard was under the command of SGT Gerard Kelly, 
with SGT Paul Lennon, CDR Richard Pelosi, SGT James Veneziano, and LT 
Randall White participating. 

The town crier proclaimed the opening of the ceremony and the 
Pledge of Allegiance was led by Chief of Staff BGEN Joseph Milano, PC, 
chairman of the Massachusetts Bicentennial Committee. 

Paul O’Brien, President of the New England Telephone Company was 
the Master of Ceremonies and introduced the speaking program which 
consisted of remarks by LT Governor Paul Cellucci, BG Milano and others. 

Highlights of the noon ceremony included displaying a 30' x 40' 
American flag from the archway of the Boston Harbor Hotel prior to the 
Pledge of Allegiance, a town crier reading a proclamation from Governor 
William Weld designating August 30- September 17 as HMS Rose Bill of 
Rights Appreciation Days, and a medley of patriotic songs performed by the 
Middlesex Fife and Drum Band with 30 children from the youth choir at St. 
Brendan’s Parish in Dorchester, Massachusetts participating. 
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Atapproximately 1300 hours, the Town Crier concluded the ceremony 
and invited guests to tour the ship. Visitors were permitted to view one of the 
eleven original copies of the Bill of Rights still known to exist. Also on the ship 
was a copy of the Magna Carta of 1215, “The Bloody Tenent of Persecution” 
by Roger Williams and a cannon manufactured by Paul Revere.

VISIT OF HEADS OF STATE 
UKRAINE & SWAZILAND 


On 27 September a delegation of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company lined the front steps of the State House, at the request of His 
Excellency, Governor William Weld to lend ceremonial pomp to the occasion 
of each of two visits by foreign heads of state. 

The delegation was led by Captain Commanding Reynold Graunas 
who was in the company of Chief of Staff and Past Captain Commanding BG 
Joseph Milano, PC. 

At 1130 hours the first VIP arrived by police- escorted motorcade and 
US Secret Service protection. Leonid M. Kravchuck, Presidentand Chairman 
of the Verkhovna Rada ( Supreme Soviet ) of the Ukraine, and his entourage 
called on Governor Weld. 

Chairman Kravchuck had visited with President Bush the day before as 
part of his trip to the US which included an address to the United Nations 
General Assembly. 


The Ukraine is the second most populous and second wealthiest of the 
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Soviet Republics, largely due to it’s pre-eminence as the “food basket” of the 
Soviet Region. The significance of it’s military role is underscored by the fact 
that it is the base of 176 SS-19's, about one half of the Soviet Union’s 
intercontinental ballistic missile arsenal. The Chairman is desirous of estab- 
lishing trade links with Massachusetts and the two leaders conferred for 
approximately one half hour, at which time the Ancient delegation provided 
a fitting send off as the Chairman departed for a world Affairs Council 
luncheon at the Westin Hotel. 

At 1300 hours the Company delegation re-assembled to greet the 
youngest head of State in the world, 23 year old Mswati III, King of Swaziland, 
whose land locked African Kingdom is surrounded on three sides by the 
Union of South Africa, and to the East by Mozambique. King Mswati was 
accompanied by his brother, Prince Thumbumuzi who is a graduate student 
at Boston University. 

After King Mswati’s meeting with the Governor, the Ancients again 
took their places lining the front steps of the State House, standing at 
attention, and forming a magnificent honor guard. 

Governor Weld was well pleased and thanked all the Ancients present.

BOSTON MASSACRE OBSERVANCE 


On 5 March, nine Ancients participated in the 222nd observance of the 
Boston Massacre and the slaying of Crispus Attucks, the first black man to die 
for his counuy. 

The ceremony took place at the site of the 1770 Boston Massacre, now 
remembered by a marker implanted in the street as a permanent momento 
of the occasion. On this spot 221 years ago, British troops opened fire on 
peaceful ciuzens. Many people were killed and hurt. 

The observance began with readings and proclamations from the 
Governor and the Mayor of Boston, followed bya short march to the Granary 
Burial Grounds where all victims of the Boston Massacre are buried in one 
common grave, and then onto the monument on Boston Common. The 
observance concluded with a short program and collation at Doric Hallin the 
State House. 

The Boston Equal Rights League which was founded in 1901 by 
William Munroe Trotter, sponsored the event which was attended by many 
State and City officials. 


By the participation of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
in this event, our Company has re 


affirmed our commitment to the preserva- 
tion of American history, and keeping alive the strong values upon which this 
great country was built. The AHAC also vividly reaffirmed our commitment 
to all citizens of the City of Boston by our participation in the Annual 
Observance of the death of Crispus Attucks, who gave his life in pursuit of 
freedom.

STONEHAM PARADE 


On 8 March , The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company partici- 
pated in a parade honoring Winter Olympic Bronze Medalist in woman's 
figure skating, Miss Nancy Kerrigan.

I don’t believe that another Garrison Commander 
of Budapest will ever meet your Company in the coming thousand years 
or so. 

The fact that the Company had appeared in our capital has made 
our history richer. And for me to see you, was the most outstanding 
and remembered experience in my military life. 

It was amazing for me to see and feel your careful leadership. 
You were able to look after all the programs and problems of 
everybody. You were never tired, and you were capable of dealing with 
all your co-workers. You were everybody's Commander, father, and 
good friend, a simple member of the Company. I have got the image 
of your behavior as an up to date Commander. In my mind, these 
characteristics that you have been showing us, could make only a 
contemporary Commander. These methods and manners should be taught 
in our military schools. I congratulate you. 

Your Company has showm real patriotism, belief in God, and 
military discipline, and at the same time, modesty. I believe that 
you agree with me, these are very important virtues for everyone, 
especially for people who are serving their country in the Army. The 
wreath laying ceremonies at the American Cemetery, and at Hero’s 
Square raised warm love in our spirit towards you. It was very nice 
seeing our flags and units together. 

Considering the banquet, I think it had been organized 
perfectly and included serious comments about the experiences of the 
Company in Budapest. There were very cheerful comments’ from 
everybody. That is why everybody had a good time. As for my personal 
impressions, I dare say that it was a top-feeling in my heart. Never 
before has anyone received such marvelous appreciation and 
thunderous applauses for our soldiers, officers, and myself, from 
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your ve 
satisf 


nice words. I thought that it meant that your and my work 
ed your colleagues. The walls of the old Gundel restaurant 
never heard of anyone being honored thusly. I thank you very much 
for all this on behalf of our soldiers and officers; we will never 
forget it. 

At the church of King Matthias, where you held you religious 
ceremony, I attended the service and stood among the civil people. 
I knew they were unaccustomed to seeing soldiers in the church. They 
were very happy seeing them. One of them who was staying behind me 
mentioned that “Trust in God, and patriotism should never be 
separated”. I agree with that man. 

I know that these events that occurred on your Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty was useful for Hungary too. We shall remember for a long 
time those animated and excellent days. 

I have conveyed your letter to everybody. Some of our leaders 
now feel very sorry that they could not have accepted your invitation 
to the events, as they were very busy at the time. I have let them 
know what has happened. 

Thank you for your interest in my personal life. My family 
and myself are fine. We are healthy, working, learning, and carrying 
on in winter sports. There are ice courts and snow for skiing. 

I finish my letter which has gotten a bit longer than 
originally planned, but during your stay here, I always had a lot 
to do. That is why we could not converse as much as desired. If we 
would meet in the future, I would be very happy especially to analyze 
all the elements of your excellent trip. 

I particularly congratulate you as the Commanding Captain, 
and the Commanding Officer, and your outstanding assistants for the 
successful leadership of the Company on this difficult trip. For most 
of the men, it was mainly pleasure, but for you and your assistants, 
it was a working trip which meant serious responsibility for all of 
you. 


I would like to ask you to accept my best wishes, and give 
my love to your dear wife and the members of your family, during the 
coming Christmas and New Year season. 

I wish all the members of the AHAC a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year. I also hope and wish that the following trips will 
be better and better, but I also ask you, do not forget us. In 
conclusion, I would like to say I would be terribly sorry if something 
did not go the way we wanted.

350th ANNIVERSARY BOOK 
“PRESENT ARMS” 


Itwas suggested ata Ten of Us Club meeting in 1986, that it would be 
an excellent project to prepare and publish a book for the 350th Anniversary 
year, that brought up to date, the history of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. This year that endeavor finally came to fruition. 

The history of the AHAC from it’s organization up until 1888 is 
available in a four volume set of books,” History of The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company”. History from 1888 to the present was not 
available in published form. 

Members of the Ten of Us Club felt that to publish such a book dealing 
with the updated historical activity since 1888 was too large an undertaking, 
hence the idea was presented to the AHAC Finance Committee and Standing 
Committee, who cach gave their approval, and the effort required for the 


publishing, began. 
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With the many delays common to such an endeavor, the Book Commit- 
tee with the co-operation of several Past Commanders, Finance Committees, 
and Standing Committees were able to update the History of the 350 years 
of the Company’s existence. The book was published during the year 1991- 
1992, and primarily deals with the time period of 1888 to 1989. 

MGEN James A Lynch Jr who was appointed chairman of the 350th 
Anniversary Committee by Past Captain Fred York was an advisor to the 
project. Lieutenant Colonel Robert E. Couture was chairman of the Book 
Committee and served as it’s publisher. CAPT Herbert Caldwell was the 
Editor-In-Chief, Dr. John F. McCauley was the main compiler and the 
Associate Editor. 

There were many contributing editors who helped write, edit, proof 
read, and participate in the fund raising activities thatwere necessary to fund 
the project.

Dr. John McCauley, Compiler and Associate Editor was the backbone 
of the literary effort. His research, writings, and editing of the activities of the 
past 100 years were unquestionably, the most interesting and the most 
important aspects of the updated history of the Company. 

CAPT Herbert Caldwell, the Editor in Chief, a member of the Military 
Museum and Library Committee lent his tireless support to the entire 
project. 

The book called “Present Arms” which is encased in an Artillery Red 
cover, from the prelude tells the story of The Ancientand Honorable Artillery 
Company in the early days, and by “Captains Courageous”, a more detailed 
account of the last one hundred years of the Company's history. 

The book updates the history of the AHAC to the present umes, and 
preserves for history, the activities of this glorious Company for future 
generations. Those that contributed are to be congratulated, and thanked. 
Itis hoped thatin another 50 or so years, another book will will published to 
update this publication. 

Many black and white and some outstanding color photographs give a 
visual account of the text. 

The endeavor was difficult, but with the support of the Company, the 
Committee was able to make the book come alive.

PRAY GOD THAT THEY REST IN PEACE 
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FINAL WORDS OF A FALLEN COMRADE 
LCDR THOMAS D. HORAN 
ADJUTANT 1987-1988 


The following address was made to the Company ata regular meeting 
by LCDR Thomas D. Horan, who was diagnosed as having metastatic malig- 
nant melanoma, a cancer with no known cure. 


“Captain Commanding, Distinguished Past Captains, Commissioned 
Officers, my fellow Ancients. It has been eleven and one halfyears since Iwas 
sworn into this great Company and my service as a Ancient began. During 
these past years I have met some of the finest men I know and I am proud to 
call them my comrades. Prior to this last fall, I rarely missed an Ancients 
meeting or event and enjoyed every moment of it. My greatest thrill was 
serving as Adjutant during our 350th Anniversary year. 

This past October, I was diagnosed as having metastatic malignant 
melanoma, a type of cancer for which there is no known cure. The disease 
stemmed back toa malignant mole which was removed from my back 17years 
ago, and the disease lay dormant in my system for all that time. 

In December, | entered an experimental program at the New England 
Medical Center, which involved a combination of high doses of chemo- 
therapy, and a substance called Interluken II, which works on the bodies 
immune system. The program required a great deal of hospital and recovery 
time, and I lost over twenty pounds in the proce 

In the latter part of February, while still in the recovery process, I 
learned that the treatment had not worked, and that my cancer is terminal. 
Tam sure you can all understand how I feel, and how disappointed I am after 
going through the long treatment period. 

For the past six months however, the Ancients did not forget me. Iwas 
deluged with cards and letters wishing me well, and many phone calls 
inquiring about my situation. For all of your expressions of concern and 
caring, I want to thank you cach and every one. 

Twant to apologize for those phone calls that I may have not returned, 
and for the written communications that I may have not responded to, but I 
can assure you they were greatly appreciated by both my family and myself. 

It has taken me a lot of time to come to grips with my situation, and to 
muster the courage to come before you tonight. lam notsure what the future 
holds for me, but I will always treasure my association with the Ancients. Only 
time will tell whether I will be mustering with the Company on June Day this 
year, but I can assure you all, that my thoughts will be with you, even if my 
person cannot be. 

Thank you all for being who you are, and for extending the hand of 
friendship to me.”

The Company passed in review with Captain J.J.Lyons of the AHAC 
melodiously identifying the marching delegations to the spectators, as they 
passed in front of the reviewing stand. As each unit passed, the spectators 
applauded loudly. 

After the review, the Company took up it’s position forming the 
traditional square for the 355th Drum Head Election. 

After Captain Graunas, Lieutenants Caggiano and Chase relinquished 
their commands, the Captain and Lieutenants Caggiano and Chase, along 
with Chief of Staff Brigadier General Milano, were transported to the Westin 
Hotel to prepare for the evening banquet.

Passing in Review - Boston Common. 
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Captain Graunas resigning as Captain. 
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THE JUNE DAY SERMON 
Delivered by Chaplain (Brigadier General) Robert M. Durkee 
at Saint Paul’s Cathedral, Boston 
on June 1, 1992 


Over the long history of making movies, there is one scene that 
stands out above all the others. It isa scene in “Casablanca”. You remember, 
Humphrey Bogart lifts his glass to Ingrid Bergman and says, “Here’s looking 
at you, Kid.” 

In real life, imagine one scene that sums up the entire last half of the 
twentieth century. There is such a scene. It happened a few weeks ago in a 
little known place in mid-America — Fulton, Missouri. There, at Westminster 
College, Mikhail Gorbachev called for a world that is “democratic for the 
whole of humanity.” 

In 1946, Winston Churchill came to Fulton, Missouri, to declare that 
“an iron curtain” has descended across Europe. Five years after giving that 
speech, Churchill once again became Prime Minister of England. What was 
called the “Cold War” continued for almost five decades. The battle between 
Communism and Democratic governments became quite heated at times. 
Khrushchev banged his shoe on the table atthe United Nationsand promised 
thathe would bury his foes. The prospect of nuclear war was contained during 
the Cuban Missile Crises. And the actual conflict that took place in Korea and 
Southeast Asia was agonizing and of great cost in human life and suffering. 

Now, thanks be to God, the walls are coming down and there are new 
epiphanies of peace. Butit is all so new to us that it is difficult to accept. 

Itis not going to be easy for us to find a new mindset that will take us 
beyond the idea of war — either hot or cold. One thing is certain. We can not 
move forward unless we give up old prejudices. 

Let me both specific and personal. 

Before I was sent to the Pacific as a gunner on an ammunition ship, 
Iwas taught to hate the Japanese. The Gerries and the Japs were our enemies. 
As many of you remember, part of our training was to look upon the enemy 
as subhuman. As has always been true in warfare, it is kill or be killed. One 
learns that the enemy must die. 

Last January, I read the letters that I sent home to my family from 
overseas, I read them for the first time since I wrote them on board ship in the 
Pacific. My mother had stored them ina metal box, and they remained in her 
attic or mine until I opened them earlier thisyear. Itwas an emotional journey 
to read of the life, dreams and fears of a teenager that I had known intimately 
in an earlier lifetime. 

Those letters told of three trips between the Philippines and Japan 
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after the war. Whereas in earlier letters, the on ly good Japs were corpses on 
the beach, now there were descriptions of the Japanese people — of women 
and children — of having dinner with a Japanese family. There were descrip- 
tions of destroyed cities and of suffering people. The process of releasing old 
hatreds and prejudices had begun. 

Sometime ago, a United Press dispatch reported an act of brother- 
hood that touched me. In 1945 American soldiers recaptured the island of 
Attu in the Aleutians from the Japanese. On the body of a Japanese officer 
who was killed in the fierce fighting, the GI who killed him found this note: 

“To the American soldier who finds this — Ifyou killed me, please do whatever 
you can to protect my wife and daughter in Japan. I swear before God that if the situation 
were reversed, I would accept a similar charge.” Written below was the address of 
the dead Japanese officer. 

The UP story continued. In 1947, Herbert T. Long flew to Japan 
which was then under American occupation. After an extensive search, he 
found where the widow lived and learned that her daughter had been badly 
burned in the war. Through a Japanese attorney, he sctupa trust fund for the 
widow and her daughter claiming it came from a Japanese friend. Long said, 
“You just don’t go up to a woman and say I am the one who killed your 
husband.” It is another lesson in overcoming old prejudices. 

In the early fifties when I was in Seminary, I learned that twenty-one 
young women who had been burned at Hiroshima were in Boston to receive 
plastic surgery. Because I had walked through the bombed-out city and had 
talked with some of the survivors, I decided to visit the maidens in the 
hospital. Some of them wore veils because they were so badly disfigured. My 
contribution toward the cost of their urgery was insignificant in monetary 
value; but it was of great worth to me in taking another step in overcoming 
old prejudices and toward reconciliation. 

Do youremembera Dutch woman by the name of Corrie Ten Boom? 
She survived the Nazi concentration camps, and wrote a book that became a 
movie entitled, “The Hiding Place.” 

When the war was over Corrie Ten Boom spoke of reconciliation in 
over sixty countries. One night after speaking at a church in Germany, she 
recognized an SS Guard from the camp where she and her sister, Betsie, had 
been imprisoned, and where Betsie had died. 

She wrote, “Even as the angry vengeful thoughts boiled through me, 
I saw the sin of them. Jesus Christ had died for this man, Was I going to ask 
for more? Lord Jesus, I prayed, forgive me, and help me to forgive him.” 

That’s what it is all about. Forgiveness. 

Let me tell you one more real life story that helps personalize this. 

The Japanese pilotwho led the December 7th attack on Pearl Harbor 
was Mitsuo Fuchida. He is now 87 years of age. On that Sunday morning in 
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1941, he commanded 354 planes and was the first to launch the strike that led 
the United States into the war. 

After the war, Mitso Fuchida attended a press conference for the film 
on the attack on Pearl Harbor called “Tora, Tora, Tora” the Japanese code 
word for Tiger, Tiger, Tiger, that he radioed back to Japan. At that confer- 
ence, he picked up a pamphlet on the Bible, which he took home and read. 
In time, he became a Christian, was ordained, served as a pastor ofa Christian 
church, and led evangelical crusades for Christ throughout Japan. He said, 
“I never speak about war. I preach only the Gospel of love.” His life is that of 
a modern Saul to Paul, anda testimony of reconciliation. 

So, the walls are coming down. Wars, both hotand cold, are passing. 
And you and Lare learning to give up old hatreds and prejudices as we are 
called to turn our swords into plowshares. 

On Memorial Day, I spent the afternoon watching the entire series 
of “Victory at Sea” — the documentary history of World War II. What 
impressed me the most was that the faces of those in battle seemed so young. 
Those who survived those days are now older men. They seek out each other 
in reunions. They tell old stories. And they remember names of others who 
did not come home. 

What do those veterans want most of all? They wanta world of peace, 
not so much for themselves, but for their grandchildren. The world is a lot 
smaller than when they went overseas in the forties. And today, they know it 
to be more multi-racial, multi-cultural and multi-religious. It is a world that 
must learn to overcome old hatreds and prejudices. 

None of us will ever forget the haunting words thatcame outafter the 
Los Angeles riot, “Can we all get along” Those words were an electronic shot 
thatwas heard around the world ... first within our cities, then from the Near 
Fast to the Far East, and from Belfast to the Balkans. “Can we all get along?” 
As old walls come down in this global village, we must give up old hatreds and 
prejudices in exchange for forgiveness and reconciliation. 

Sure, there will always be differences and even disagreements. Butwe 
don’t have to kill each other over them. We see the tragic consequences of 
that today in Yugoslavia. 

Listen to these haunting words that come from an even more distant 
past 7 

“You have heard that it was said,‘You shall love your neighbor and 
hate your enemy . . .’ But I say to you, love your enemies and pray for those 
who persecute you.” 

Over the mantelpiece in my kitchen on the Cape hangs a 31 cal. 


Japanese rifle. It was given to me by a Japanese soldier when I went with the 


54th Evacuation Hospital that freed the American prisoners-of-war at 
Wakuyama. 
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Ilookat the rifle each day and see itas a symbol of a past that marked 
great destruction and brought misery to millions. And I wonder, what will it 
mean to my grandchildren. Hopefully, it will be archaic. 

My brothers and sisters, I have shared with you a personal and private 
journey. But it is not my story. It is God's story. It is a divine drama in which 
out of man’s sin and suffering comes forgiveness, hope and reconciliation. 

And we would never forget the cost of those who died in the mud, or 
were committed to the deep of the sea, or who fell in flames from the air. 
Victory comes with great sacrifice. 

But by the grace of God, we are on the threshold of a new day — “the 
first earth . . . is passed away... Behold the dwelling of God is with men. He 
will dwell with them, and they shall be his people.” 

Let this be our prayer. . . that our children and grandchildren learn 
only of peace and justice for one another, and for all the human family, and 


that they will give that as their legacy to their children and to their children’s 
children.

Honourable John Owen 


Captain Commanding Colonel Reynold Graunas, General Officers, 
Ancients , and fellow guests: 

I thank you Captain Commanding, as Her Majesty's representative 
in New England, for the Toast to Her Majesty, the Queen. 

As you know, the Queen recently for the first time, addressed the 
European Parliament. I would like to take up a few moments of your time to 
mention to you about changes in European security and the British perspec- 
tive of it. It will not be long, about five minutes to be exact. It will be a 
distillation of what our Secretary of State for Defense, Mr. Malcolm Ripkind 
recently told a meeting in London. 

The political and security scene in Europe is changing very rapidly. 
We in Europe are having to adapt the way we think about defense. The world 
has changed, and I will not go into detail about how it has changed. 

Since 1986, there have been major changes of which you are fully 

aware. The changes have been mostly welcome. Butlet us not forget that the 
new Europe isa less predictable place than it was with the awful uncertainties 
of East/ West, block to block confrontation. And the events of the last few 
years suggest that nothing is certain, nor predictable. The threat to our 
security has been replaced by more complex risks. 
2 at Ata time of change and unpredictability, Europe needs to sustain its 
insututions, particularly NATO, in which the United States plays an ex- 
tremely vital role. To meet that challenge, NATO has already overhauled it’s 
military Strategy and force structures, I will not go into detail, butyou should 
be fully aware of them. But it has been clear for some years now, that we in 
Europe need to shoulder a greater share of the burden in providing for our 
own security, while keeping the critical link between the Trans-Auantic and 
the European dimension of our defense. 

At the NATO summit last November, NATO leaders reaffirmed that 
the development of a European security identity will reinforce the integrity 
of the alliance. That is why we agreed at Mastrecht, to make an organization 
known as the Western European Union, with its close treaty links to NATO, 
the vehicle for developing an effective European Military capability to act in 
areas where NATO is not engaged, or chooses not to be. 

The Western European Union for those who are not aware, is an 
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autonomous body of European countries founded under its own treaty in 
1948, with long standing links to NATO. One crucial purpose of developing 
the Western European Union is to strengthen the European pillar of that 
Trans -Atlantic Alliance. 

Western European countries are now identifying a range of forces 
which each of them can contribute to. Planners will be able to define the 
defensive forces suitable for particular emergencies. 

The United Kingdom believes that this could enable the Western 
European Union to make a decisive contribution to peace and security within 
the Trans-Auantic partnership, which we enjoy with NATO. 

The Western European Ministers meet on the 19th of June, and we 
hope that our partners will share our approach. This would enable us to 
complement NATO’s strengths, without duplicating it’s structures, and 
could contribute toit’s solid defense in the future, a strong Europeanalliance 
ina strong Trans-Auantic alliance. Thatis our aim. Thank youall gentlemen. 
( Applause). 

T would now if I may, like to make a presentation to the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, whose association as you know, goes back to 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London of whom we have representa 
tives here with us tonight. 

What I would like to present to Captain Commanding Graunas, and 
I shall read what it says, “ Presented to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, in commemoration of a visit to Boston of her 
Majesty, The Queen, and the Duke of Edinburgh, on 11 July 1976, for the 
Bicentennial Celebrations.” Itisa photograph ofher Majesty, the Queen, and 
His Royal Highness, the Duke of Edinburgh standing on the balcony of the 
Old State House, and below them, drawn up, is an Honor Guard of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.

Gentlemen, itis with a great deal of pleasure anda sense of awe that 
I rise to respond to the Toast to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

On behalf of our Commander in Chief, Governor William Weld who 
wanted to be here with us tonight, but unfortunately, because of other State 
business, could not, Iam pleased to join with you at this 354th Anniversary 
Banquet, and to thank you for all your efforts in continuing the great military 
traditions of the Commonwealth. 

It is fitting that we should offer this toast here in this historic state 
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where, so to speak, itall began in this nation, with the formation of the militia, 
some 356 years ago, the oldest units of the total Army, the Massachusetts 
National Guard in 1636, and with the organization of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company by Robert Keayne in 1638. It continues today 
as a birthing place of the oldest commissioned ship in the US Navy, our own 
USS Constitution. (Applause) 

Iam glad I heard from the Navy there. I did not hear from them while 
they were playing that service medley before. By the way, do you know why 
they have marines? So the Navy will have someone to dance with aboard ship. 
(Laughter) 

This is Massachusetts, where we saw the birth of our sister service, the 
US Coast Guard with the launching of the revenue cutter, Massachusetts at 
Newburyport in 1790. This is where we saw the exploits of our heroes of the 
past, John Adams, John Hancock, Paul Revere, John Dawes, Henry Prescott, 
Warren, and many others who led this nation to the freedom we enjoy today. 
This is the place where Henry Knox, the father of Artillery dragged the 
cannon from Fort Ticonderoga to Dorchester Heights, forcing the British 
from Boston, the place where Robert Gould Shaw formed the 54th Massachu- 
setts Regiment of recent fame, in the movie “Glory”. 

We are proud to continue in this tradition of providing leaders to the 

US Military. To cite just a few, we have our own former Guardsman, General 
Jack Galvin, soon to retire, General Hoar of the US Central Command, 
General P.X. Kelly former Commandant of the US Marine Corps. and of 
course, our guest of honor here tonight, General Gordon R. Sullivan, Chief 
of Staff of The US Army. 

The point of all this is simple, we here in Massachusetts keep our 
powder dry, we always have, and we always will. God willing, we will do so into 
the future. 

Another native son of Massachusetts, General Creighton Abrams 
started the Total Force Concept, whereby in order to engage the enemy, you 
needed parts of all the force, the Active Force, the Guard, and the Reserve. 
Those of us here tonight who are Guardsman, and I know there are quite a 
few of you out there tonight, and Reservists, are proud of the fact that Desert 
Storm proved that the Total Force Concept worked, and that the tradition of 
the citizen soldier is alive and well. (Applause). 

However, I am worried, worried that as Congress embarks upon it’s 
Constitutionally mandated duties of raising and supporting armies that, lost 
in all the debate, will be all the good things that the citizen soldier has done 
and continues to do. I am worried when I hear the Secretary of Defense use 
terms like “Pork Barrel” when describing the National Guard. I am worried 
when I hear things like, “Just because the Guard is paranoid, does not mean 
that somebody is out to get them.” 
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We have seen in the recent past the ability of our Guard to do those 
things that it is uniquely capable of doing, first from Desert Storm, to nation 
building in Latin America and Africa, to relief at home during Hurricane 
Bob, the recent great Northeast storm, in the war on drugs, and of course, 
in that Mission that none of us want to see, the need to prevent riots, and 
looting, such as we saw in Los Angeles. 

I see the need for the Guard and it’s traditional role, and have a 
genuine fear that well meaning but shortsighted efforts to save a few dollars, 
may well put safety in jeopardy. 

Let me close with the hope that as Congress makes its decision on the 
future of the Total Force, it does so with the wisdom and foresight that 
democratic debate and the processes have provided in the past, and that we 
will continue with the best Military Force the world has ever seen. I hope and 
pray that the tradition of the citizen soldier that brought this State of 
Massachusetts and the nation to the pinnacle upon which we now stand, 
remains alive and well for future generations.

Let us never forget our defenders of peace, preservers of freedom, 
ever ready to serve, the men and women of the Armed Forces of the United 


States of America. (Cries of hear, hear).

Ladies and gentlemen, please be seated. Responding to the toast to 
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the Armed Forces of the United States of America, will be a man of great 
intellect, integrity, leadership, and inspirational ability. Aman who has great 
responsibility for the defense of our counuy, aman I might add, who could 
have been anywhere in the world he wanted to be tonight, but chose to be 
here with us Ancients ,a man who isa native of our Boston area, and recently 
elected to membership in our great Company, a man who has helped to 
defend our counuy in the past, serving in Korea, Vietnam, and many other 
places, has helped to make our country as great as it is today, and who is 
helping to continue to improve our status in the world, a man who in my 
mind, will go down in history as one of our countries great Generals because 
ofthe times we are in, and his contribution to solving the problems associated 
with these troubled times. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I present to you, the top soldier in the world, 
General Gordon R. Sullivan, the Chief of Staff of the United States Army. (All 
rise, and applaud loudly ). 


General Gordon R. Sullivan 


Gentlemen, thank you very much for that very nice warm welcome. 
Captain Graunas, I appreciate your very nice kind introduction. To all ofyou, 
Ido notappreciate the fact that I am about to interfere with your desert, but 
I will go on. , 

It really isan honor for me to be here with you, and it is not lost on 
me, that this is the 354th Anniversary Banquet of the Ancientand Honorable 
Artillery Company,a proud tradition. I trulyam honored to be here, and truly 
have been honored to be able to have applied for membership in your great 
company. 

Now everybody at the head table, entirely to many for me to again 
address, it is great to be here with all of you, and ] am particularly honored 
to be here with the three Medal of Honor Recipients, men who have 
protected this great nation of ours. To you three gentlemen, I think every- 
body owes you another real round of applause. (Applause). 

It is what America is all about, right there. 

Now over the last few days, I have had occasion to do a couple of 
things I want to share with you. The first one was on Saturday where I had the 
occasion to preside at the graduation ceremony of the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, and helped to graduate just under one thousand men 
and women, who have dedicated themselves to serve this country, bright 
young people going out to wear the uniform of the United States, most of 
them Army, but some Marines, Air Force, and some will be Naval Officers. 
They will go on to serve the country. 

Yesterday I was at the Quincy College here in Quincy, Massachusetts 
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with school President Dr. Clayton Johnson, a member of your Company, and 
who is here tonight, and helped to graduate 400 young people from the 
school, and I believe a few of them about my age, people who are willing to 
perform to a high standard, educate themselves, and many who have put 
themselves through school to improve themselves . There you have 1300 to 
1400 young people going on to do what this counury needs, which is to serve 
their country in ways that some can not even imagine. I think this counuy is 
on the right track and IJ for one, was proud to participate in all of those 
ceremonies. Contributing to our nation is what it is all about. 

In 1638, men in the Massachusetts Bay Colony stood up for what they 
thought was right, and that is what you all here in this room represent. Now 
iLis easy to forget those years, but the Ancient and Honorables are part of a 
proud tradition in the United States of America, and they have not forgotten, 
and will never forget. 

Now let me just talk a little about some of the changes that! thinkare 
going on in the world. First of all, the Soviet Union's threat is gone. You did 
not need me to come up from Washington to tell you that, everybody knows 
that. There isno ideological threat to the United States of America today, but 
the world still remains very dangerous, very unstable, and frankly, itis not too 
clear where we are going around the world. Renegade states, ethnic groups, 
you see it all around the world, groups that people had not even thought 
about. The world is changing but it remains a very unpredictable and 
dangerous place to live. 

Iwill tell youa litle joke. lam presently sitting next toan undertaker 
tonight, your First Licutenant, Lieutenant Caggiano, so I think I will tell you 
an undertaker's joke. Itisin the cold of winter in Massachusetts. Undertakers, 
friends, and relatives walk into a grave yard on icy ground right behind the 
casket burying a friend. One of the pallbearers slips, the casket goes over. 
Boom! The lid comes off, the man gets out of the casket, he really is not dead. 
Ten years later after forty years of marriage, the man dics again. Cold of 
winter, the same scene, they are walking to the gravesite on the icy ground, 
Very quietly we hear, steady boys steady. (Laughter). 

Okay, now look, my me: age is, the world is unpredictable, itis very 
dangerous. Steady boys, steady. Let us not take this thing apart, lets not take 
what we have so painfully over the years put together, apart. 

General Wagner mentioned it and it has been mentioned here a 
couple of times tonight, we have the greatest military force this country has 
ever assembled, Army, Navy, Air Force, Marines, and Coast Guard. Steady 
boys, steady! 

We will change. We are changing in dramatic ways, but we must 
maintain the edge that we have on the battlefield. We must never again send 
young Americans into battle unprepared. Shame on us if we do that.

We have done it in the past and we have paid the price. After every 
war, the United States of America has ever fought, from the Revolutionary 
War on, the effectiveness of the United States Army was diminished, and the 
next time we sent men into battle, we paid the price in blood of American 
soldiers, sailors, airmen, and marines.

Major 
John Welch, and Captain Dan Kelly, members of the Ancients, who served in 
the Desert last year. I would like the two of them to stand up, Iam sure they 
were not here last year. (Applause).

5 Now look, the objectof the exercise in the case ofthe Army, isto keep 
the total Army trained and ready and to be capable of achieving decisive 
victory. Decisive victory is what we gave you the last two times we fought, that 
is victory, relatively quickly, with minimum expenditure of national wealth, 
and ming loss of life, and that is what we are dedicated to giving you.

On that battlefield, there is a large 
marble monument to the American soldier, the American fighting man both 
Blue and Grey. Across the bottom of that marble monument reads,” Not For 
Self, But For Country”. 
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Normandy, 9000 bodies, Men and Women, White Crosses, and Stars 
of David. A soaring, bronze monument to the youth of America and our allies 
who were willing to pay the price to protect our way of life. 

Go to Washington DC and look ata monument that nobody wanted. 
Why is it that every time I go by it, day or night, people as they walk by it, run 
their hands over the wall, touch the names, Bob Serio, Chuck Titus, all 
Americans.
